The Monks of Scotland diſdainipg to yield this Point of 

Antiquity, and fabulous Glory of high Deſoent, give to their 

Eountrymen a more ancient Original by 400 Years, deriving 

- them from the old Kings of Egypt, in the following Manner, 

f There was a certain Prince, named Gathelus, the Son of 

® CEecrops King of Athens; and this Gathelus being baniſned 

for his wild Exploits in Macedonia, got together a Number of 

young Men, of the ſame Diſpaſition, with whom he fled into 

> Egypt; and coming thither in the 33d Year of Pharaoh 

Orus, was kindly received of that King, who defired bis Aſ- 

filanae againſt the Ethippians, who had invaded the Realm 
of Egypt, and penetrated as far as Memphis. 

Gathelus, in Return for his favourable Reception, went 
againſt the Ethicpians, under Moſes the Captain-general of 
the Army; and having obtained the Victory, as alſo con- 
quered Saba; for theſe, and other his valiant Acts, he grew 
in ſuch Eſteem with Pharaoh, that he gave him his Davgh- 
ter, Scota, in Marriage. | 

Being advanced by this honourable Alliance, and obtaining 
thereby the City of Thebes, he lived all the Bays of Pharaoh 
(his F 3 in great Reſpect; but after that King's 
Deceaſe, Pharoah the Grandſon, (who ſo cruelly tormented 
the Iſraelites with Taxes and Bondage), had no Regard to 
Gathelus, or his Service; upon which, he being warned by 

- Moſes of the Plagues that ſhould happen to the Egyptians, 
prepared to remove into ſome other Country; and took his 
Wife and Children, with a great Number of Greeks and 
- Egyptians, and hoiſting Sail, departed out of the Mouth of 
the River Nile, in the Year of the World's Creation 2453, 
when he had dwelt in Egypt thirty-nine Years. - 

After ſome Trouble in the Voyage, they arrived firſt on 
the Coaſt of Numidia, one of the Regions of Africa, fince 
called Barbary ; but being diſlodged from thence by a ftout 
Reſiſtance of the Inhabitants, they landed in a Part of Spain, 
now called Portugal; from whence, after they had con- 
quered thoſe People, they removed to the North of Spain, 
and there built a City in Galatia, naming it Brigantia, which 
is now.

them, and underſtanding there was an Iſland ir the North, 
wherein there were but few Inbabitants, he cauſed all hie 
Ships to be brought together, into an Haven near Brigantia, . 
and there commanding a great Army to be aſſembled, be ap- 
pointed his two Sans, Hiberus and Himecus, (by bis Queen 
Scota) to convoy them over into that Iſhagd, which trom- 
Hiberus took the Name of Hibernia, . now Ireland. i ; 
Their firſt Arrival in Ireland, was in the Haven of Dun- 
dalk, where landing, they incamped themſelves near the 
Shore, and then ſent ſome of their Patty to learn what Sort” 
of People inhabited the Country; who, upon their Return, 
brought ſeveral with them, which Hiberus finding to be 
very ſimple, viz. ſuch as lived upon Milk and Herbs, and 
other the like Things, as. the Earth by. Nature brought: 
forth, he and his Brother Himecus vſc& them with Geatle-- 


neſs, and by that Means won them, and all that dwelt there- 


about, who came in willingly, and ſubmitted themſelves with 
Gladneſs.. 

When things were thus ſettled, Hiber left his Brother 
Himecus the Government, .and returned to Spain, where 
finding his Father Cead, he ſucceeded, to the great Rejoy- 
cing of all the People there, 

This Hiber being a Man of great G and more given 
to War than his Father was, conquered all the bordering: 
Cities and Towns ; ſo that the Scots and Spaniards, in a few 
Years after, by 3 and other Contracts, became one 


Nation. 


The Succeſſion of Kings continued in Hiber's Poſterity- 
many-Years, among which, Metellus, Hermoneus, Ptole- 
meus, Hibertes, and Simon Brechus, were of moſt worthy-. 
Fame, as is recorded by ſuch as have written the Hiſtories of 
that Nation more at large.

While Affairs were thus ſettling in Spain, the Scotchmen 
under the Government of Himecus in Ireland were much 
troubled by the former Inhabitants; whereupon they ſent an 
Embaſſage to Metellus, who then reigned over the Scotch- 
men in Spain, requeſting his Aſſiſtance againſt their Enemies, 
that endeavoured to expel the Scotch Nation out of Ireland, 

Metellus hearing this News was moved with a natural Zeal! 
towards the Scots, and immediately ſent his three Sons, Her. 
moneus, Ptolemevs, and Hibertus, with an Army into Ire» 
land ; where vanquiſhing the Enemy in Battle, they ſet the 
Scotchmen in quiet Poſſeſſion of all their Lands. 

After this the Scottiſh Eſtate continued many Years quietly 
in Ireland; and was governed by Simon Brechus, a King of 
their own, whom they ſent for from Spain; which Simon 
brought with him the Marble Stone whereon Gathelus uſed 
to fit, and thereon cauſed himſelf to be crowned; it hav- 
ing, as they believed, ſuch a Deſtiny attending it, that where- 
ſoever it ſhould be found, there ſhould the Scotchmen hare 
the ſupreme Power. And hence it came to paſs, that firſt in 
Spain, after in Ireland, and then in Scotland, the Kings who 
ruled over the Scotſmen, received the Crown fitting upon that 
Stone, until the Reign of Robert I. of which more hereafter, 
© Brechns being thus crowned, was the firſt King who reigned 
over the Scots in Ireland, and began his Reizn there in the 
Year from the World's Creation 3307, which was about 

2320 Years after the Flood, and before the Incarnation of 
Jeſus Chriſt &g7. 

He ruled his Subjects with great Juſtice forty Years, and 
was ſucceeded by Pondufus, who had Iflue Ethion, and he 
SGlaucus, who begat Noitafilas, the Father of Rothſay ; all 
which reigned ſucceſſively over the Scotchmen in Ireland; 
but Rothſay perceiving the Scottiſh Nation increaſe more than 
the Country was well able to ſuſtain, tranſplanted Numbers 
of them over into the Iſles, anciently called Ebudz, after- 
wards Hebrides, but now by the Scots, the Weſtern Iſles, be- 
cauſe they lie on the Weſt of Scotland, 

He named alſo that Iſle, which he firſt began to poſſeſs, 
Rothſay, after his own Name; and the Tranſlation of theſe 


Scotchmen i into thoſe Iſles was 233 Years after the Corona- 
tion

tion of Brechus ; but Rothſay had not been long there, before 
he heard of the Death of his Father, and thereupon returned 
into Ireland, to ſucceed in his Place, leaving the Scotchmen 
in the Iſle, to whom others went over in great Numbers; at 
laſt divers Companies of them got over into the main Land; 
which was called Albion, where they began to ſettle, naming 
Argathelia, (now the County of Argyll) after the Name of 
Gathelus, their firſt Captain and Guide. 

At their firſt coming they divided themſelves into Tribes, 
every one of which had a Governor, or Chief, under whom 
they continued many. Years, without Trouble of Wars, ov 
Invaſions ; and in that Time, a People of Germany, (who 
were called Picts from the painting and colouring their Faces) 
came and ſettled in another Part of Albion, which is now 
called the Orkney Iſlands z from whence, after ſome Time, 
they ferryed over into Caithneſs ; where, afterwards increa- 
ſing, they poſſeſſed themſelves of Roſs, Murray, Mernis, An- 
gus, Fife, and Lothian, and drove from thence the Britons. 

Theſe Pits entered Scotland about the Year of the World's 
Creation 3633, and afterwards wanting Wives to maintain 
their Stock and Progeny, they required of the Scotehmen a 
Number of Women te marry, that thereby an Alliance might 
be had between both Nations; and that, if Need required, 
they might the better defend each other from their Enemies, 
the Britons and Romans, 

This being granted, the Afﬀinity between the Scots and 
Pits increaſed, to the common Benefit of both Nations, and 
great Love and Friendſhip was maintained among them ;. but 
at length, the Britons perceiving ſome Grudge, or Envy ariſen 
between them, ſent Embaſſadors to the Picts, declaring, that 
it were more honourable for them to join in League with the 
Britons, than with the Scots; which the Picts at laſt agreed 
to, and ever after ſought how to quarrel with.the Scots, mak · 
ing Proclamation, that no Scotchmen ſhould enter their Bor- 
ders upon Pain of Death. 

One Nation ſeeking thus to be revenged of the other, there 
enſued open War betwixt them; whereupon the Scotch ſent 
an Embaſſador to their Kinſmen in Ireland, requeſting their 
Aſſiſtance againſt the Pits and Britons, who ſought their De-

Ferquhard, who. was then King over the Scots in Ireland, 
received the Embaſſage kindly, and having raiſed a great Ar- 
my, appointed his Son Fergus tobe Genera), and ſent with him 
the Marble Stone, that he might the better hope to reign there. 

When Fergus came into Albion, they afſembled a Parlia- 
ment in Argyll, where it was agreed, with the Conſent of 
the whole People, that he ſhould be King, and he was ac- 
eordingly crowned upon his Marble Stone, being the firſt of 
the Scottiſh Nation that ever ruled in Albion, as Governor 
of the entire Societ . a 

The Form of the . on which King Fergus was crow ned, 
(and on which, as tis ſaid, the Patriarch Jacob reſted his 
Head in the Plain of Luz) is ſome what triangular, the Co- 
Dur bluiſh, mixt with red Spots, and being broken, reſem- 
bles a Pebble. 

This Stone firſt carried to Brigantia, and from thence 
through Ireland to Scotland, as before noted, was there, by 
King Kenneth, incloſed in a Wooden Chair, in the-Year of 
Chriſt 8 50, and placed in the Abbey of Scone, where the 
Scottiſh Kings were generally crowned ; but in the Year 1297, 
when King Edward I. of England had vanquiſhed John Ba- 
liol King of Scotland, he carried the Chair, with their Crown 
and Scepter, into England, where he offered them to the 
Shrine of King Edward the Confeſſor; and ever fince, the 
Chair has been uſed as the Throne, on which the Kings 
of England are inaugurated, 

This antient Coronation-Chair, which is now placed in the 
Abbey of Weſtminſter, is in Form very plain and low, the 
Back and Sides of ſolid hard Wood, and under the Seat, which 
is ſupported by four Lions, lies the aforeſaid Stone, on which 
was ingraven this Diſtich, |

ever ſince, the Royal Badge of that Kingdem, the double 
Treſſure being added in the Year 792, by Charlemain of 
France, as a Memorial of an Alliance between that King and 
Achaius King of Scotland: And Fergus being ſhip-wrecked 
on the Coaſt of Ireland, after he had reigned twenty eight 
Years, was ſucceeded by Feritharis his Brother, leaving two 
Sons under Age, Ferlegus and Mainus. | | 

2. The Kingly Ornaments of Feritharis, were his two- 
edged Sword, his Scepter Royal, and his Crown of Gold, 
faſhioned in Form of a Rampart; and theſe Ornaments of In-

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veſtiture remained to the Scotch Kings, without being in any 
Point changed, till the Days of King Achaius ; but then 
(in Token of the aforeſaid League) there was added to the 
Rim af the Crown four.

$7. To Malcolm III. who with his eldeſt Son Edward, 
was killed at the Siege of Alnwick Caſtle, 1093, ſucceeded 
Donald VII. the Brother of Malcolm; which Donald 
uſurped the Throne during the Minority of Malcolm's Son ; 
and for that, the Nobility being againſt him, Duncan ſur- 
named Bane, the Baſtard Son of Malcolm, was ſent for out 
of England; which Duncan bringing Forces with him, 
Donald's Troops deſerted, and the Tyrant fled in the 21th 
Month of his Reign. 

88. Duncan, for his good Services, being advanced to the 
Crown, Donald VII. who had fled to the Weſtern Iſles, got 
one to murder bim, and thereby reſumed the Throne; but 
the Nobility hating him, they ſent to England for Edgar, 
the fourth.

'29th- uf April 1285, after he had reigned 37 Years, that 
Margaret the Daughter of Margaret Queen of Norway, was 
recognized Heireſs of the Kingdom of Scotland; but by 
Reaſon of her Minority, the Realm was governed by fix 
Regents, till the Year 1289, in which the ſaid young Mar- 
garet died unmarried, and in her Voyage to Scotland. 

Upon this Queen's Death, great Contentions aroſe between 

hu Baliol, Robert Bruce, and others of the Pofterity of

Robert Bruce, Earl of Annandale, pretended that Iſabella, 
the 2d Daughter of Earl David, was married to Thomas Earl 
of Carrick ; and their only Daughter named Martha, who 
ſucceeded her Father as Counteſs of Carrick, being married to 
Robert Bruce, Lord of Annandale, by him had a Son named 
Robert, being himſelf, who ſucceeded his Grandfather in the 
Title and Eftate of Earl of Carrick, in Right of his Mother. 

At this Time Edward I, King of England, ſeeing Scotland 
without a King, began to form PrejeAs to bring it under 
his own Dominion, and thereupon cauſed himſelf to be cho- 
' ſen Arbitrator of the Difference between Baliol and Bruce, 
and upon the 19th of November 1292, pronounced Sentence 
in Favour of John Baliol ; at which Time he alſo appointed 
a Day for the ſaid Baliol to take an Oath of Allegiance 
to him, and another for him to perform Homage to him 
for the Kingdom of Scotland; and the ſame was accordingly 
done, the firſt at Norham, upon the 2oth of November; 
and the ad at Neweaſtle, the 26th of December. 

c6, John Baliol was declared King of Scotland, and 
crowned at Scoon in the Year 1293, being fix Years and. 
nine Months after the Death of Alexander III. during which 
Time the Land was governed by fix Regents ; but after he 
had reigned four Years, the Nobility hating him, and he 
quarrelling with the ſaid King Edward, by renouneme tu: 
Homage he had paid him, that King expelled him, and ob- 
liged the Scots to-own him the ſai14 Edward, for their So- 
vereign 3 whereupon he ſent the Marble Chair from Scoom 
to Weſtminſter, where it now remains. | 

97. Robert Bruce Earl of Carrick revolting from the Do- 
minion of King Edward, got himſelf crowned at Scoom 
1306 ; but the Earl of Pembroke being ſent againſt him, 
he was defeated, and then fled to the Weſt Iſlards: Two 
of his Brothers, Alexander and Thomas, were beheadedy

Robert kept the Crown, and reigned 24 Years ; and dyiag 
on the qth of July 1329, his Body was buried in Dumfer-

He married Iſabella, Daughter to Donald Earl of Mar, 
and by her had a Daughter named Margery, who married 
Walter Stewart, Lord High Steward of Scotland, Father of 
King Robert II. and after the Death of Queen Iſabella, 
King Robert I. married Elizabeth Daughter to Richard de 
Burgo, or Bourk, Earl of Ulſter in Ireland, who bare David 
bis Succeſſor, and two Daughters; whereof Maud died young, 
but Margaret the eldeſt was married to the Earl of Suther- 
land, and by him had a Son, 

" 93. David II. the Son of King Robert I. by Elizabeth his 

_ 2d Wife, ſucceeded his Father, and in 1328, was married to 
oan, eldeſt Siſter of K. Edward III. of England; but he 
ing but eight Years of Age at his Father's Death, Thomas 
Randolph, Earl of Murray, was appointed Regent of Scot- 
Jand by King Robert's Wall, and Edward Baliol, the Son of 
John, who was King (but then dead) being aſſiſted by Ed- 
ward III. of England, laid claim to the Kingdom of Scot- 
land; he having ſtipulated, as his Father had done, to acknow- 
ledge the King of England his Superior, and after gaining ſe- 
veral conſiderable Battles, was crowned at Scoon,27Sept.1331. 
Upon this, King David and his Wife retired into France, 
Jeaving Robert Stewart to be Regent in Scotland; but 
King Edward advancing to Berwick with an Army, the Re-

99. Edward Baliol, Son of John, having obtained the 
Crown of Scotland, as before-obſerved, the Friends of David 
ſent William Earl of Douglas, Embaſſador to France, to the 
ſaid King David, who was there protected by Philip King 
of that Realm, to bring him over to take Poſſeſſion of his 
Kingdom; and upon the 3d of May 1332, he and his Queen 
arriving at Perth, Baliol retired into England, being deſerted 
by the Scots, after he had reigned over them 37 Years. 

While King Edward III. was beating the French, the ſaid 
King David entered England the 17th of October 14346, 
with a numerous Army; and in the Battle of Nevil's Croſs 
in Durham, 25,000 of his Men were killed upon the Spot; 
and he being taken Priſoner by the Engliſh, with them re- 
mained till 1357, when, having agreed to pay 100,002 
Marks Sterling for his Ranſom, he left twenty Hoſtages for 
the Payment thereof in nine Years, and returned to Scot- 
land ; where, after reigning 29 Years, he died in February 
1370, without Iſſue, and was buried in Holyrood Abbey. 

100. To Kiog David II. ſucceeded Robert II his Nephew, 
the Son of his Siſter Margery, by Walter the High Steward 
of Scotland, as before-mentioned, which Robert was pro- 
claimed in 1370, upon the Death of the ſaid David II. his 
Uncle, being then 57 Years of Age, and was deſcended from 
Daffus King of Scotland, taking the Surname of Stewart, 
upon the following Occaſion. N 

Duffus the 78th King of Scotland, being murdered by 
Aſſaſſins, left a Son named Grimus, who was the 224 King 
of Scotland, and a Daughter, who was married to the Thane 
of Lockabber; and the ſaid Grimus having reigned nine 
Years, and dying without Iſſue, the Crown came to Mal- 
colm IT, by the Laws made in the Reign of King Ken- 
neth III. and the Siſter of King Grimus being married to- 
the Thane of Lockabber, by him had a Son named Banquo, 
who was a great Man of the Blood Royal of Scotland, and 
was General of the Army, and General Receiver of the 
King's Revenue of the whole Realm in the Reign of King 
Duncan; which Duncan being a mild Prince, he was ob- 
Uged to make his Kinſman Macbeth his Viceroy z and the: 
fail Macbeth having murdered Duncan and. Banquo beſore- 
B 2 mentioned, 
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mentioned, becauſe he pretended to underſtand by Sorceries, 
that the ſaid Banquo's Iſſue ſhould enjoy the Crown of 
Scotland, Fleance the Son of Banquo, (to avoid the like 
Fate, which threatened all his Race) fled into North-Wales, 
where he married a Daughter of Griffith ap Lęwellin, the 
Prince of that Country, and by her had a Son named Wal- 
ter, which Son retorned to Scotland after the Death of the 
Tyrant Macbeth, and the Reſtoration of King Malcolm III. 
. and by the ſaid Malcolm, for his Valour and good Conduct 
againſt the Rebels in Galloway, (beſides his being the neareſt 
Branch of the Royal Family) was created Seneſchal, or Lord 
High Steward of Scotland ;- ſo that from the Name of his 
High Office is derived the Royal Surname of Stewart. 

This Walter had a Son named Allan, who ſucceeded him, 
and was Father of another Walter, who had two Sons, Alex- 
ander his Succeſſor, and Robert, which Robert was Foun- 
der of the Family of Lenox. 

Alexander, who ſucceeded his Father in the Office of High 
Steward, had a Son named John, who was Father of Wal- 
ter, which Walter Stewart marrying Margery, Daughter to 
King Robert Bruce, that King, after the Death of his Son 
King David, (he failing Iſſue) ſettled the Crown on their 
Iſue, ſo that Robert the Son of Walter Stewart, and Mar- 
gery Bruce ſucceeded, and was crowned at Scoon the 25th of 
March, 1370, and was the hundredth King of Scotland, 
and the firſt of the Name of Stewart, 

This King Robert II. married to his firſt Wife Elizabeth, 

Daughter to Sir Adam Mure of Abercorn, and by her had 
three Sons and three Daughters; and after the Death of Eli- 
zabeth Mure, he marrying Euphame, the Daughter of Hugh 
Fail of Roſs, by her had two Sons, all which were born 
before he came to the Crown, | 

Of the Daughters by Elizabeth Mure, the eldeſt was mar- 
ried to William Earl of Douglas; the 24 to John Dunlar 
Earl of Murray; and the 3d to John Lord Glamis; and of 
the Sons, John the eldeſt, after his Father's Coronaticn, 
was created Earl of Carrick, and Prince of Scotland ; Ro- 
bert the 2d was Earl of Monteith and Fife ; and Alexander 
was Earl of Buchan, and Lord of Badynock; and of the

John Earl of Cartick, having married Annabella, Daugh- 
ter to Sir John Drummond of Stob-hall, by her in 1376, 
had a Son who was baptized David, and afterwards two 
mere, which were John and james; and on the 19th of 
April 1390, King Robert dying at his Caſtle of Dundonald, 
in the 75th Year of his Age, and in the 19th of his Reign, 
was buried in the Abbey of Scoon, and John Earl of Carrick, 
his eldeſt Son, ſucceeded him in the Government; but in 
Conſideration that the Kings of France and England of that 
Name had been unfortunate, the Nobility convened at Perth, 
and changed the Earl's Name from John, and preclaimed 
him by the Name of Robert III. ' 

10t. King Robert III. the Son of Robert II. was crowned 
at Scoon on the 15th of Auguſt 1392, and in the 7th Year 
of his Reign he called a Parliament at Perth, where he 
created David his eldeſt Son, Duke of Rothſay, (he being 
the firſt that was created in Scotland) and his Brother Ro- 
bert, who was Earl of Fife and Monteith, he created Duke 
of Albany; ordaining at the ſame Time, that theſe Titles 
ſhould always be given to the King's eldeſt Son, and his ſe- 
cond Brother, | 

King Robert being a Prince of mean Spirit, ke left the 
Government to the Care of his Brother the Duke of Al- 
bany; which Duke defiring to ſettle the Crown on his own 
Poſterity, after his Brother's Death, was under a Neceſſity 
of removing his Brother's Sons, which were David Duke 
of Rothſay, and James. 

As to the former, (who had married Marjory, Daughter 
to Archibald Earl of Douglas) he was famiſhed at Falkland in 
the Year 1402, ſo that he died without Iſſue, and though 
King Robert ſuſpected who did it, yet he had not Courage 
enough to puniſh him for it, but took Care to ſecure Prince 
James, and for that End reſ.lved to ſend him to France, 

The young Prince ſailing along the Engliſh Coaſt was ſo 
Sea-fick, that he reſolved to Land, but had no ſooner ſet + 
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Foot on Shore, than he was arreſted, and carried to King 


Henry IV. who committed him to the Tower. 

Upon this, King Robert died cf Grief, on the 15th of 
Auguſt 1406, in the 58th Year of his Age, and the 16th 
of his Reign, and was buried at Paiſly, and the Duke of 
Albanv continued Regent *till the 2oth of March 1423-4, 
that King James I. arrived at Edinburgh from his Confine- 
ment in England, which was 18 Years, and towards his Main- 
tenance during that Time, paid 40,000 Marks Sterling. 

102. King James I. the only ſurviving Son of King Ro- 
bert III. having, while he was Priſoner in England, mar- 
ried Joan, eldeſt Daughter of John Beaufort, Earl of Somer- 
ſet, Son of John of Gannt, Son to King Edward III. ſh: 
accompanied him to Scotland, where, on the 22d of May 
1424, they were both crowned at Scoon. 

On the 16th of October 1430, the ſaid Queen Joan was 
delivered at Sterling of two Sons at one Birth, who were 
baptized by the Names of Alexander and James ; and after- 
wards ihe having a Daughter, who was named Margaret, 
the ſaid Daughter, on the 1oth of June 1435, was married 
to Lewis the Dauphin of France, Son to King Charles VII. 

King James I. in the x3th Year of his Reign, and 44th 
of his Age, being cruelly murdered in his Bedchamber on 
the 21ſt of February 1437-8, (by the Faction of Walter 
Steuart Earl of Athole, his Uncle, in Hopes thereby to ob- 
tain the Crown) was buried in the Charterhouſe at Perth, 
which he built, and James II. his Son, ſucceeded. 

103 James II, the only Son of King James I. (Alexander

106. James V. the Son of James IV, was crowned at 
Stirling the 24th of February, 1513-14, being then but 
one Year, five Months, and ten Days old; fo that John 
Duke of Albany, San to Alexander, the Brother of King 
— III. was elected Governor of the Realm, until the 

ing became of Age. 8 

On the firſt of [anvary 1537, the ſaid King James V. 
was married to the Lady Magdalen, eldeſt Daughter to 
Francis I. King of France; but ſhe dying on the 7th of July 
following, the King on the 12th of June. 1538, was mar- 
ried to the Lady Mary of Lorrain, Daughter to Claude Duke 
of Guiſe, by whom he had two Sons, James and Arthur 
who died in their Infancy ; but on the 8th of December 
1542, ſhe. was delivered of a Daughter named Mary, and 
after her Father's Deceaſe was crowned Queen. 

King James V, dying in his Caftle ot Falkland, on the 
73th of December 1542, in the 33d Year of his Age, and 

2d of his Reign, was buried in the Abbey of Holy-rood- 
Houſe, and James Hamilton, Earl of Arran, his Kinſman, 
was conſtituted Governor of the Realm, and Tutor to the 
yonng Queen Mary, during her Minority, This Earl de- 
vied giving her in Marriage to Edward VI. King of England, 
though it was agreed on by the chief Peers of both Realms. 
10. Queen Mary, the only Daughter of King James V. 
ſucceedeJ her Father Dec. 13, 1542, being but ſeven Days 
eld at her Father's Death, and was firſt married to Francis 
II. then Dauphin, afterwares King of France, by whom 
ſhe had no Iſſue; but on the 28th of July 1564, the being 
married to Henry Stewart, Lord Darnley, (who was about 
19 Years of Age) Son and Heir of Matthew Earl of Lenox, 
as before obſerved, they were the next Day proclaimed by 
the Titles of Henry and Mary, King and Queen of Scot- 
land; and on the 19th of June 1566, their Majeſties had a 
Son born, who was afterwards King James VI. - 

On the 19th of February 1566, King Henry being mur- 

dered by the Procurement cf James Hepburn Earl of Buth- 
well, Queen Mary was marricd on the 15th of May follow- 
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ing to the ſaid Earl of Bothwell, who was thereupon created 
Duke of Orkney and Shetland ; but upon this Marriage, 
the Queen being eleven Months impriſoned by her own No- 
bility, ſhe was at length obliged to refign the crown to her 
Son, at that Time about 13 Months old, who five Days 
after was crowned King, by the Name of James VI. who 
ſucceeded to the Crown of England. . 

The Queen after this, eſcaping out of Priſon, fled into 
England for Sanctuary; but being denied Acceſs to Queen 
Elizabeth, was toſſed from one Priſon to another for the 
Space of 18 Years, and then, on the 6th of February 2536-7, 
was beheaded in Forthering-hay-caſtle, in the County of 
Northampton, for being in a Conſpiracy jointly with foreign 
Fowers to dethrone Queen Elizabeth of England. 

108. James VI, the Son of Henry and Mary, King and 
Queen of Scotland, was born in the Caſtle of Edinburgh 
on the 19th of June 1566, and was crowned at Stirling 
on the 29th of July 1567, by Adam Biſhop of Orkney, 
aſſiſted by the Earl of Athole, in the Royal Chapel; which 
Earl of Athole carried the.Crown ; the Earl of Glencairn 
the Sword of Honour; and the young King was carried by 
the Earl of Mar, 

After the King was crowned, James Earl of Murray was 
appointed Regent during the young King's Minority; but 
on the 23d of January 1570, the ſaid Earl being ſhot at 
Lithgew, by James Hamilton of Bothwelhaw, Matthew 
Steuart Earl of Lenox, Grandfather to the young King, 
was elected Regent; and he being alſo ſlain on the 4th of 
September 1571, by Captain Calder, the Earl of Mar was 
elected in his Stead ; but he dying at Stirling on the 2$th 
of October 1572, of Grief, for the Trouble he ſuſtained 
in the Place, james Douglas, Earl of Morton, became 
Regent, and ſo continued till the Year 1579, and then 
the King, though but 12 Years of Age, took upon himſelf 
the Adminiſtration of Affairs; and in October 1589, by 
the Recommendation of Queen Elizabeth, was married to 
Anne, Daughter to Chriſtian II. King of Denmark and 
Norway, his Majeſty croſſing the Seas to eſpouſe her. 
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Queen Elizabeth having a little before her Death (which 
happened on the 24th of March 1602-3, in the 56th Year 
of her Age, and 45th of her Reign) declared the ſaid James 
VI. King of Scotland, her Succeſſor, he was, the ſame Day 
that ſhe died, proclaimed at Whitehall, King of England, 
Scotland, France, and Ireland, &c. 

This James VI. the 1ſt Monarch of Great-Britain, hav- 
ing ſettled his Affairs in Scotland, ſet forward for England on 
the 5th of April 1603, and arrived in London on the 7th of 
May ; after which he ſent ſeveral Lords and Ladies into 
Scotland, to conduct his Queen and Children to England; 


 whoreturning on the 27th of June, brought with them Prince 


Henry, (then nine Years of Age) and the Lady Elizabeth; 
leaving Charles Duke of Albany (about three Years old) be- 
hind them, being then ſick of a Fever; but he was brought 
to Windſor in October following. 

King James having created various new Lords, he and 
his Queen, on the 25th of July 1603, were crowned in 
Weſtminſter Abbey, by Dr. John Whitgift, Archbiſhop of 


Canterbury, where the Antique Regal Chair of Enthroniza- 


tion happily received, with the Perſon of his Majeſty, the 
fall Accompliſnment of the prophetical Prediction of his 
coming to the Crown of England. 

In 1607, this King, (who was the only Son of Queen 
Mary, Daughter of James V. Son of James IV. and Marga- 
ret his Queen, eldeſt Daughter of Henry VII. of England, 
as before has been obſerved) taking into Conſideration the pro- 
per Means for promoting the Peace and Society of Ireland, 
granted the City of London the preſent Poſſeſſion and Plan- 
tation of the Province of U.ſter ; who thereupon ſent thither 
about 300 Perſons of all Sorts of Handycraftſmen, chiefly 
to inhahit Londonderry and Colerane, and appointed Alder- 
man Cockain the firſt Governor. 

It was to advance this and the like Colonies in that King- 
dom, King James, about this Time, began a new Order of 
Knighthood, called Baronets, and appointed certain Rules, 
to make them capable of being admitted, viz, that they 
fhould maintain 30 Foot Soldiers in Ireland for three Years, 
at the Rate of Eight pence per Day, and to pay down the 
oy Wages 


Wages for one whole Year, at the Paſſing of their Patent 
that they ſhould be Gentlemen of Blood of three Deſcents ; 
and laſtly, have Lands of Inheritance in Poſſeſſion or imme- 
diate Reverſion, to the Value of 1000 Pounds per Ann, at 


leaſt, In conſequence of which a like Order was inſtituted 
af.erwards in his ancient hereditary Kingdom, under the - 


Title of Knights of Nova Scotia. 

King James VI. after twenty-two Years peaceable Reign 
in England, departed this Life on the 29th of March 162 5, 
at his Houſe at Theobalds in the County of Hertford, from 
whence his Body being conveyed to Weſtminſter, was in- 
terred in the Chapel of Henry VII, where a ſtately Monu- 
ment was erected to his Memory; and his Iſſue, by Anne his 
Queen, were as follows: ; 

Henry-Frederick Prince of Wales, Duke of Cornwall and 
Rothſay, and Earl of Cheſter and Flint, born in Scotland 
February 19, 1593-4, and died Novemb. 6, 1612, of aFe- 
ver, at may ys at the Age of 18 Years, eight Months, 
and ſeven Days, and was buried at Weſtminſter. , 

Robert the 2d Son, was born in Scotland, and died there 
very young. . : 

Charles Duke of York and Albany, 3d Son, was born at 
Dumferlin in Scotland on the 29th of November 1600; and 
after the Death of his elder Brother Prince Henry was created 
Prince of Wales, and ſucceeded his Father in the Monarchy 
of Great- Britain, by the Title of King Charles I, 

Elizabeth, eldeſt Daughter of King James VI. and Anne 
his Queen, was born in Scotland on the 19th of Auguſt 
1506, and on the 14th of February 1612-13, was married 
at Whitehall to Frederick V. Count Palatine of the Rhine; 
who in the Year 1620, was elected King of Bohemia, and 
by him ſhe had eight Scns and five Daughters; of which 
Sophia the youngeſt was declared Succeſſor to the Crown of 
Great Britain, by Act of Parliament, and was Mother of 
King George I. 

Margare', 21 Davghter of King James VI. and Queen 
Anne, was born in Scotland, Decen:ber 24, 1598, and died 
there young.

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Mary of Great-Britain, 3d Daughter, was born at Green- 
wich in 1605, and died at two Years old, and 

Sophia of Great-Britain, the fourth and youngeſt Daughter 
of King James VI, and-Queen Anne, was born at the Palace 
of Greenwich 1606, and died at two Days old. 

109 Charles I. the 3d and only ſurviving Son of King 
James VI. ſucceeded his Father at 25 Years of Age; and in 
1625, (the Year of his Father's Death) on the firſt of May, 
being married to the Princeſs Henrietta-Maria, youngeſt 
Daughter of Henry IV. of France, and Siſter to Lewis XIII. 
they, on the ad of February 1625, were crowned at Weſt - 
minſter; as on the 18th of June 1633, his Majeſty was 
crowned at Edinburgh, it being the 9th Year of his Reign 
over England; but on the goth of ſanuary 1648, he was 
moſt cruelly and unnaturally beheaded by his own Subjects, 
before his Palace at Whitehall, and his Body was buried in 
St, George's Chapel at Windſor, 

By his Queen, who died in France 166g, he had the fol- 
lowing Sons and Daughters, 

Charles Prince of Great-Britain, who was born, baptized, 
and deceaſed, the 18th of March 1628. 

Charles Prince of Great« Britain, 2d Son, born the 29th 
of May 1630, whoſe Nativity was diſtinguiſhed by a Star 
ſeen at Noon; and he ſucceeding his Father in his King- 
doms, by the Name of Cha:les II. his Marriage and Iſſue

110. Charles II. 2d Son of the Royal Martyr and Queen 
Henrietta of France, was born at the Palace of St. James 
29 May 1630, and at eight Years of Age was elected a 
Knight of the moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and ſoen af- 
ter, by Order, (not Creation) called Prince of Wales. 


At 12 Years of Age, he was with the King bis Father at 


the Battle of Edgehill ; and about 17, we find him at the 
Head of an Army in the Weſt, whence, from Cornwall he 
was tranſported to the Iſle of Scilly, thence to Jerſey, and 
after to the Queen his Mother, in France; and from that 
Time 'till 1660, lived in that Kingdom, in Holland, and in 
the Low Countries an Exile, though from his Father*s Death 
we muſt begin his Reign; for he was ſaluted King in Hol- 
land, and proclaimed in Scotland, where. he landed 1650, 
having narrowly eſcaped the Parliament Fleet that lay in wait 
for him ; and on the firſt of Janvary 1650, was crowned at 
Scoon ; but finding no good Fortune there, he marched into 
England, cloſely purſued by Cromwell ts Worceſter, where, 
on tae 3d of September 1651, he was defeated ; ſo that af- 
ter wandcring about the Kingdom ſeven or eight Weeks in 
Dilguiſe, he then made his Eſcape into France, where, 
and in Germany, Spain, and Flanders, he paſſed a melan- 
choly Time, in ſoliciting the Aid of Chriſtian Princes *

but retiring with his Father into France, the ſame Year, he 
never was inſtalled, and the Election was declared void. 

He then betaking bimſelf to the Service of the French 
King, again the Crown of England, was in the Year 1695, 
outlawed for High Treaſon ; there he was made a Marſhal. 
of France, and Governor of ſome conſiderable Provinces, 
Duke and Peer of France, and Knight of theKing's Orders, 
and in Spain of the Golden Fleece, to whom Philip V. 
owed; in a great Meaſure, his Etabliſhment on that Throne. 
At the breaking out of the War between the Empire and 
France, he had the Command of the French Army on the 
Rhine, where he was killed by a Bullet when he was view+ 
ing the Fortiſications of Philipſburg, 1734. 

This Marſhal Duke of Berwick married to his firſt Wife 
the Lady Honora Bourk, 3d and youngeſt Daughter to Wil- 
liem Earl of Clanrickard in Ireland, Widow of Colonel Pa- 
trick Sarsfield, called Earl of Lucan, and by her had a Son 
named James Fitz-James, who became Duke of Lerida in- 
Spain, by marrying the Heireſs of that Family, and was 
honoured with ſeveral Imployments by that King, and died 
his Ambaſſador at the Court of Naples 1737, leaving a Son 
and Heir, 98 

By his zd Wife, Ann, zd Daughter to Henry Bulkeley, 
Eſq; ſometime Maſter of the Houſhold to King Charles and 
King James II. he had ſeveral Children: The ſecond Son of 
this Marriage is Duke and Peer of France, by the Stile of 
Doke de Fitz- James, and the eldeſt Son is Biſhop of Soiflops, 
the Peerage being ſo ſettled. | 

Henry Fitz-Jam*s, 24 natural Son of King James II. by 
the aforeſaid Mis. Churchill, was brought up to the Ses, and 
was Captain of a Man of War in his Father's Reign; but the 
Revolution happening, he went into France, where he died, 
having been outlawed in 1695. He was General of the Gal - 
lies, and bore the Title of Grand Prior; and left Iſſue by

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Henrietta, a Daughter of King James II. by the faid Mrz;

Another natural Daughter of King James II. by Mrs, 
Churchill, became a Nun, 

King James II. having a Daughter by Mrs. Catharine Sid. 

ley, only Child of Sir Charles Sidley, of Alesford in the 
County of Kent, Bart. he created the ſaid Catharine Sidley, 
Baroneſs of Darlington, and Counteſs of Dorcheſter for Life; 
after which, ſhe became the Wife of David Colyear, Earl of 
Portmore; and her Daughter named Katharine, who was 
born in 1687, and by his Majeſty ſurnamed Darnley, was 
firſt married to James Anneſly Earl of Angleſey, and 2dly to 
John Sheffield Duke of Buckingham, 

King James having left his Kingdoms, on the 23d of 
December 1688, retired into France, and was kindly re- 
_ ceived by King Lewis XIV, who appointed him a Royal 
Subſiſtence, ſuitable to his Dignity z where, after above 12 
Years Exile, he died on the gth of September 1701, Old 
Stile, in the 68th Year of his Age. 

Whereupon the Nobility, City of London, and other Com- 
moners in England, invited and defired his Highneſs the 
Prince of Orange to take on himſelf the whole Regal Ad- 
_ miniſtration, till a Cenventionof Lords and Commons ſhould 

meet by his Order to reſettle the Government. 

Likewiſe William Douglas, then Duke of Hamilton, be- 
ing in London, went at the Head of many Scots Nobility 
and Gentry, and being choſe their Preſident addreſſed the 
Prince of Orange to take on himſelf the whole Government, 
Civil and Military, till the States of Scotland ſhould meet, 
which they defired his Highneſs to ſummon for the 14th of 
March 1689, at Ecinburgh. 

This Convention meeting at the Day appointed, came on 
the x1th of April to the following Reſolution, That King 
James the Scventh, being a profeſs Papiſt, did aſſume the Re- 
gal Power and acted as King, without ever taking the Oath 
required by Law ; and hath, by the Advice of evil and 

wicked Councillors, invaded the fundamental Conſtitution of the

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Kingdom, and altered it from a legal limitted Monareby to an 
arbitrary deſpotick Power, and hath Exerciſed the ſame to 
the Subverſion of the Proteflant Religion, and the Violation 
of the Laws and Liberties of the Nation, fing all the 
7.4 of  Goverrment, whereby he bath forfaulted (forfeited) 
the Crown, and the Throne is become vacant, In conſequence 
of which they ſettled the Crown on the aforeſaid Prince of

1650, Son of William of Naſſau, Prince of Orange, by Mary 
of Great Britain his Wife, eldeſt Daughter of King Charles F. 
and on the 4th of November 1677, he was married at St. 
James's by Dr. Henry Compton, Biſhop of London, to his 
firſt Couſin, Mary of York, eldeft Daughter of King James 
IT, as before obſerved; but ſhe dying of the Small-pox in 
December 1694, his Majeſty outlived her ſomewhat above 
ſeven Years, and then died at his Palace at Kenfington on the 
$th of March 17or, in the 524 Year of his Age, and was 
buried by his Queen in Weſtminſter-Abbey; but leaving no

by her left two Sons, Guelph and Henry,

The Saying of King Richard I. after he had gained a com- 
plete Victory over the French at Gyſors 2191, Dieu et mon

The Motto on the Garter, Hon! ſoit qui mal y penſe, Shame 
be to him that Evil thinks, was given by King Edward III. 
Founder of that Moſt Noble Order, when he firſt aſſerted his 
Title to the Crown of France in his Mother's'Right, who 
was Iſabel Daughter to Philip the Fair, and Siſter to Charles 
IV. who died without Iſſue. He then cauſed the Arms of 
France to be quartered with the Lions of England, but placed 
the Fleurs de Lis firſt, to induce the French more eaſily to- 
own the Engliſh Title; but ſince the Union with Scotland 
they are placed in the 2d Quarter. And by an Article of the 
ſaid Union it was concluded, that the Croſs of St, George 
which is Gules the Field Argent, and the Croſs of St. An- 
drew which is Argent the Field Azure, be conjoined, when 
uſed in Standards or Flags at Land and Sea,

In the Year 1382, Lewellin ap Griffith, the laſt Welſh - 
Prince of the Britiſh Race, being traiterouſly moved by his 
Brother David againſt King Edward I. the faid King gave 
him Battle and ſlew him, and ordered his Head to be 
crowned with-Paper, and ſet upon the Tower of London; 
and his Brother David being taken, his Head was ſet up 
with it. ; 

King Edward, having thus reduced Wales, united it to 
the Crown of England; but perceiving that the Welſh had 
no Affection to be ruled by Strangers, he ſent for his Queen, 
being great with her firſt Child, to come to him at Car- 
narvon Caſtle, where ſhe was delivered of a Son; and then 
the King calling together all the Barons of Wales, offered 
them a Prince, who was of their own Nation, and who 
ſpoke no Word of Engliſh, neither could any Man blame 
his Life or Converſation; and to this they having agreed, 
and ſworn to yield Obedience, he named his new born 
Son, who was then called Edward of Carnarvon, becauſe 
born there, and the King his Father beſtowed on him all

The younger Sons of England are not born Dukes or 
Earls, but are ſo created as the King pleaſes, All the 
King's Children have the Stile of Royal Highneſs: They 
Have no certain Appenage as in ſome other Nations, but 
have ſuch noble Proviſion as the King or Parliament ſhall 
ſettle, All other Subjects are to be uncovered in their

The proper and peculiar Device of the Prince of Wales, 
falſely called the Prince's Arms, is a Coronet of Fleurs de 
Lis, and Croſſes pattee, Sol, beautified with three Oftrich 
Feathers Luna, inſcribed with Ich Dien, which in the Ger- 
man or old Saxon Language fipnifies, I ſerve. 

This Device was borne at the Battle of Creſcy, Anno 1346, 
by John King of Bohemia, ferving in the French Army, and 
there lain by Edward the Black Prince, who took the 
Crown from his Head, fince worn by the Princes of Wales, 
and by the Vulgar called the Prince's Arms. 

On the Reſtoration of King Charles II. in 1660, it was 
ordered in Council, that the Son and Heir a t to the 
Crown of England ſhould bear his Coronet of Croſſes pattee 
and Fleurs de Lis, as aforeſaid, with the Addition of one 
Arch, and in the Midſt a Ball and Croſs, like the Royal 
Diadem.

Ja us the 4th Lord Hamilton, and 2d Earl of 
Arran, was in 1 543 declared by the three Eftates of the 
Realm, Tutor to the young Queen Mary, and Regent of the 
Kingdom during her Minority, as alſo declared next imme- - 
diate Heir to the Crown, failing the Queen, and her lawful 
Iſſue; and that all the Subjects of Scotland ſhould acknow+> 
ledge and obey the ſaid Earl, as ſole Regent or Governor of 
the Realm, in all Things belonging to his Office, according 
to the Tenor of the Act then paſt, to which all the Noble- 
men, Prelates, and Members of Parliament put their Seals, 
at Edinburgh; which original Act is now in the Cuſtody of 
this Family. | 
On the xoth of September 1547, he commanded the 
Scots Army at Pinkey, near Muſſelburgh, but was defeated 
by the Duke of Somerſet Regent of England; the Scots 
lofing 14,000 ſlain and 1500 taken Prifoners, 

He was afterwards one of the Knights of St. Michael, and 
by Henry II. of France created Duke of Chatelraud in Poitou, 
to him and his Heirs, in the Year 1552; but neither he nor 
his Deſcendents ever injoined the Duchy, a French Family hav- 
ing been in Poſſeſſion of it ever fince, 

This Earl, in that great and difficult Office of Regent, 
gained the Efteem of all the Scots Nation; for though he 
had been declared next Heir to the Crown, if the Queen died 
without Iſſue, and Protector during her — yet he re- 
figned the Regency to the Queen Mother, at the Defire of 
the young Queen and Pazliament z ſo that it appeared he was 

net 


not ambitious of Power, except when his Service might con · 
tribute to the Proſperity of the Kingdom, which he gene. 
roully preferred to his own private Intereſt ; But in 1551, 


for his great Adherence to Queen Mary and Zeal for her 
Cauſe, he ſuffered both Impriſonment and Forfeiture, 


He married the Lady Margaret Douglas, Daughter of James 
the 3d Earl of Moreton, and dying on the 22d of January, 
I573, by her left four Sons and four Daughters, whereof 
Ann the eldeſt was firſt married to George the 5th Earl of 
Huntley, and adly to James Lord Fleming; Joan was mar- 
ried to George the 5th Earl of Huntley ; Chriſtian to Hugh 
Earl of Eglington; and Jane to Alexander Earl of Glencairn, 
Of the Sons, 1. James, dying without Iſſue; 2, John 
ſucceeded his Father; 3. Claud Lord Paſely, was Anceſtor to 
the Earl of ABERCORN Viſcount STRABANE in Ire- 
land; 4. David died young, 
(3d. E. iſt Marg.) Joux the 30 Earl of Arran, whoſe 
Eſtate and Titles were forfeited with his Father as aforeſaid, 
to avoid the Storm that threatened him, fled on Foot in a 
Seaman's Habit into England, from whence he eſcaped into 
France ; and notwithſtanding the Troubles he met with, he 
ever continued faithful to the Queen, and her Cauſe; of 
which her Majeſty was ſo ſenſible, that when Sentence of 
Death was paſt upon her in England, ſhe took a Ring off her 
Finger, and giving it to one of her Servants, ordered him to 
carry it to her Couſin John Lord Hamilton, and tell him, 
that was all ſhe had to witneſs her great Senſe of his Family's 
conſtant Fidelity, and their Sufferings for her Intereſt ; and 
deſired it might be kept in the Family, as a laſting Evidence 
of her Kindneſs ; and the ſame is preſerved to this Day with 
a ſuitable Regard, | 
In the Reign of James VI. he was reſtored to all the Ti- 
tles and Eftates, loſt either by the Attainder of himſelf, or 
of es Earl of Arran his Father; and was alſo made one 
of his Majeſty's Privy Council, Governor of Dumbarton Ca- 
ſtle; and in 1599 created Marques of Hamilton, being the 
firſt in Scotland who bore that Title. The King made him 
frequent Viſits at Hamilton Houſe, and treated him wh 
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Duke of Thatelravs, frequently calling bim Father. 
This Noble Perſon dying in the Year 1604, when he was 
in the higheſt Favour with Prince and People; left Iſſue by 
Margarethis Wife, Widow of Gilbert the gh Fart of Caffils} | 
and Daughter to John the gth Lord Glamiis, Anceſtor to the 
Earl of Strathmore, Ego 
(zd. Marg.) JAMES his Succeſſor, and a Daughter Mar- 
garet, who was married to John Lord Maxwell, elder Brother 
to Robert the firſt Earl of Nithſdale. In June 1606, in a 
Parliament held at Edinburgh, Aberbrothick on the Coaſt of 
Forfarſhire was erected into a Lo6rdfhip, with the Dignity of a 
Lord of Parliament, to be held of his Majeſty in free Barony, 
by James the 2d Marques of Hamilton ; and on the 16th of 
Jone 1619, the 17th of James I. he was created Baron of Ea- 
verſdale in Cumberland, and Earl of Cambridge in England; 
and was alſo Lord Steward of his Majeſty's Houſhold, High 
Commiſſioner to the Parliament in Scotland, and in 2623, 
Knight of the Garter. He married the Lady Ann Coning- 
ham, Daughter of James Earl of Glencairn, and dying in Eng- 
land on the 3d of March 1624, aged 36, left two Sons, both 
Dukes of Hamilton, and three Daughters; whereof the Lady 
Ann was married to Hugh Earl of Eglington; Lady Margaret 
to John Earl of Crauford; and Lady Mary to James the ad 
Earl of Queenſberry; and of the Sons, James and William, 
the eldeſt ſucceeded his Father, | | 
(1ſt, Duke.) Jamzt, who was third Marques of Hamil- 
ton, aſſiſted at the Coronation of King Charles I. where he 
carried the Sword of State, and by that King was created Duke 
of Hamilton; alſo appointed High Commiſſioner to the Ge- 
neral Aſſembly of the Church, Mafter of the Horſe to the ſaid 
King, Gentleman of hisBedchamber, PrivyCouncellorin'both 
Kingdoms, and Knight of the Garter ; and at the Baptiſm of 
King Charles II. repreſented Frederick King of Bohemia, as 
one of the Godfathers ; but in 1644, he, and his Brother Wil- 
liam, who was then Earl of . waiting upon the King 
at Oxford, the Marques of Montroſe, and others, made Com- 
plaint to his Majeſty againſt them, blaming their Conduct in 
We King's Cauſe in Scotland; and though the Informations

were groundleſs, yet the King was ſo far influenced by theiy 
Enemies, that the Earl was obliged to make his Eſcape to 
Edinburgh; but the Duke was ſent Priſoner to Briftol, then 
to Exeter, and after to Pendennis Caftle, where he remained 
till April 1646; after which he was releaſed, and very well 
received by the King, who excuſed his Impriſonment cauſed 
by the Advice and Perſuaſion of thoſe who were about hit 
Court. 

In January 1647, the Scots Commiſſioners at London ſent 
Notice to the Parliament, that they had agreed with the Par- 
liament of England to withdraw their Army, and to leave 
the King in that Nation, upon paying what remained of the 
300, ooo l. concerning which Agreement they required an im- 
mediate Anſwer from the Parliament of Scotland; where- 
upon the Matter was debated ; and this Duke finding that 
the Houſe was inclined to deliver the King to the Engliſh 
Parliament, he declared his Opinion againſt it in theſe Words:

. Notwithſtanding theſe and other Arguments of the King's

About this Time Intelligence came to tae Duke, that Lam- 
bert, an Engliſh General under Fairfax and Cromwell, had 

advanced as far as Carliſle, with a Body of 2000 Horſe ; and 
alſo hearing, that the Town of Berwick had ſurrendered to 
Sir Marmaduke Langdale, and that Sir Philip Muſgrave bad 
ſurpriſed Carlifle, his Grace ſent Notice to Major General 
Monro, to bring up the Forces he had raiſed in the North, 
with thoſe he had brought from Ireland, and march towards 
England; and at the ſame Time, the Duke with his Army 
began their March the.$th of July, 1648, and at Carliſle 
was joined by Sir Marmaduke Langdale and Sir Philip Muſ- 
grave, and having placed a Garriſon there, they marched on 
towards Lancaſhire, leaving Orders for General Monro to 
bring up a Train of Artillery. 

The main Body being come to Preſton, they had Notice of 
the Approach of Oliver Cromwell, who upon the 27th of 
Auguſt fell in upon this Part of the Army, wherewith Sir 
Marmaduke Langdale had advanced to Wigan, and though 
he made a brave Reſiſtance, yet was ſoon routed; and the next 
Day Cromwell and Lambert came to Prefton, where they at · 
tacked the main Body of the Army commanded by the Duke, 
who although above double the Number were intirely broke 
and put to flight, Some few Days after, his Grace, with 
Sir Marmaduke Langdale and others, having fled into Staf- 

e, were taken at Uttoxeter, and carried Priſoners to 


London; 
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London; and on the gth of March 1638, the Duke was 
beheaded in Old Palace Yard, in the 43d Vear of his Age, 
He married the Lady Mary Fielding, Daughter to William 
Earl of Denbigh, by Suſannah his Wife, Siſter to George 
Villiers the Great Doke of Buckingham; and by her had 
three Sons and three Daughters. The Sons, Lord Charles, 
James, and William, died young; as did the eldeſt Daugh- 
ter, Lady Mary: Lady Ann lived to be Ducheſs of Hamil. 
2 ton; and Lady Suſanna married John the 7th Earl of Caſſils. 
He was ſucceeded by his Brother 
(2d Duke) WII LIAN Earl of Lanerk, who was born at 
Hamilton in December 1616, which William had been 
created Earl of Lanerk, Lord Macanſhire and Polmont; and 
wis likewiſe Secretary of State for Scotland, He married 
Elizabeth; Daughter and Coheir to James Maxwell, Earl of 
Dirleton; and had four Daughters; Lady Ann married to 
Robert Earl of Southeſk ; Elizabeth to James Lord Kilmau- 
res, Son' to the Earl of Glencairn ; Lady Mary married the 
Laird of Blair, and Lady Margaret died fingle. His Grace 
having raiſed a Troop of Horſe at his own Charge for the 
Service of Charles the IId, in order to his Reſtoration, and 
marching to the fatal Battle of Worceſter on the 3d of Sep- 
tember 1651, he received a Shot in his Leg, of which he 
died, and was buried in the Cathedral of Worceſter, 

His Character is thus ſet forth by the Earl of Clarendon :

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Upon the Deceaſe of this Duke without ſurviving Male 
Iſſue, the Eſtates and Titles deſcending by the ſeveral Pa- 
tents to the Heirs General, He was ſucceeded by his Niece the 

Lady ANN, Ducheſs of Hamilton, eldeſt ſurviving Daugh- 
ter of his Brother, Duke James, She married 


(zd Duke) Wittiam Douglas Earl of Selkirk, eldeſt 
Son of William the firſt Marques of Douglas, by bis 24-Wife 


Lady Mary Gordon, Daughter of George the firſt. Marques of 
Huntley ; which William, according to the Scots Faſhion, 


took the Name of Hamilton, and at the Requeſt of his Wife 
the Ducheſs, was created Duke of Hamilton in 1661, and 
ſoon after made Knight of the Garter, nn ge 

In the Reign of King James VII. (the IId of England) 
he was made one of the Privy Council, Lord of the Treaſury, 
an extraordinary Lord of Seſſion, and alſo a Privy Councellor 
in England; in which Offices he continued till 1688, when 
King ſames abdicated the Throne and Government, and 
upon the Prince of Orange's coming- over to England, he 
was choſe by divers Scots Nobility and Gentry in London to 


be their Preſident, when they addreſſed that Prince to take 


upon him the Adminiftration of all Affairs Civil and Mili- 
tary; and was choſen Preſident of the Convention of Eftates 
which ſettled the Crown on that Prince, who being crowned 
King, the Duke was continued Preſident, and made extra- 
ordinary Lord of Seſſion, and High Admiral of Scotland. 
This Duke dying in 1694, left Iſſue by the faid Ann 
Ducheſs of Hamilton, feven Sons and three Daughters; 
James Earl of Arran, who ſucceeded bim; Lord William 


who died in France; Charles Earl of SELKIRK ; Jobn Earl 


cf RUGLEN ; George Earl of ORKNEY ; the Lord Baßl, 


who was drowned in the Ford of Minnock, by trying to ſave 
his Servant; and the Lord Archibald, who was Governor of 
Jamaica from June 1711, to Oct. 1714; he was choſen to 


Parliament for the Shire of Lanerk in 1718, and the two 


ſucceeding Parliaments. In May 1729, he was made a Lord 
of the Admiralty, In 1735, he was elected for Queenbo- 
rough in Kent, He was afterwards Cofferer to the Prince of 
Wales, and Surveyor General of the Duchy of Cornwal. In 
1742, he was elected to Parliament for Dartmouth in De- 
E vonſhire; 
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vonſhire; was a Flag Officer, and the oldeſt Officer in the 
Navy, and at laſt Governor of Greenwich Hoſpital. He 
married the Lady Jane Hamilton, youngeſt Daughter of James 
Earl of Abercorn, and dying April 6, 1754, by her, who died 
in 1752, at Paris, had Iſſue two Sons, of whom Frederick 
the 2d, is Vicar of Wellingborough in the County of North- 


aðmptonz alſo twoDaughters, Elizabeth married to FrancisEarl 


Brooke, and the youngeſt to the Lord Cathcart. Of the Duke's 
three Daughters, the Lady Katharine was married to John 
Duke of Athol; Lady Suſanna, firſt to John Earl of Dundo- 
nald, and after to Charles Marques of Tweeddale ; and Lady 
Margaret to James Maul Earl of Panmure. Katharine, 
Daughter of Lord Baſil, married Thomas Earl of Dundonald. 
(4th Duke) JAN xs Earl of Arran ſucceeded his Father; 
in the Reign of Charles II. was Envoy Extraordinary to the 
Court of France, and Gentleman of his Majeſty's Bedcham- 
ber z and when King James VII. came to the Crown, he 
was made Maſter of the Wardrobe, Knight of the Thiſtle, 
and Colonel cf the Royal Regiment of Horſe. After the 
Revolution he was twice ſent to the Tower, on Suſpicion of 
correſponding with the abdicated King James, but he was 
never proſecuted. In the Year 1698, he being then Earl of 
Arran only, bis Mother the Duchets made a Surrender of her 
Titles, and a Patent was paſt, creating him Duke of Hamil- 
ton, with the ſame Precedence as if he had ſucceeded thereto 
by his Mother's Death. In 1708, he was elected one of 
the 16 Peers for Scotland, made Lord Lieutenant and Cuſtos 
Rotulorum of the County Palatine of Lancafter, Ranger of 
the Foreſts therein, and one of her Majeſty's Privy Council. 
On 10 September 1711, he was created Baron of Dutton, 
and Duke of Brandon in England; with this Preamble, 
c HEREAS the Anceſtors of our very faithful and 
6 intirely beloved Couſin and Councellor, James 
Duke of Hamilton, &c, have very much recommended 
© themſelves to our Royal Predeceſſors of moſt gloricus Me- 
© mory, by their Nobleneſs of Birth, their eminent Services, 


and unſpotted Loyalty even unto Death, and alſo their Pro- 


* ximity in Blood: We taking Notice, that the ſaid . 
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« Duke of Hamilton, treading the Steps of his moſt noble 
« Family, and by his Virtue, unſhaken Conſtancy and Fide- 
© lity, hath continued to illuſtriate that Affinity, by which 
© he is related to our Royal Lineage: That both himſelf may 
have ſome Monument of fingular Benevolence, and that his 
« Poſtetity may be excited by his Grandeur and Dignity, to 
perform Things worthy of ſo great a Name, have decreed to 
* adorn and advance with new Titles, the ancient Honour 
« deſcended to him from his Noble Anceſtors, Know ye 
© therefore,” _ 

But theſe Engliſh Titles were uſeleſs, and of no Effect, as 
before obſerved in the Beginning of this Pedigree, . 

In 1712, he was appointed Maſter General of the Ord- 
nance, and ſoon after made Knight of the Garter, but was 
never inſtalled; for during the Treaty-of Peace in 2712, be 
was nominated Embaſſador to the French Court; but Charles 
Lord Mohun and he fighting a Duel, they were both killed 
on Sunday Morning, the 15th of November that Year, His 
Grace's Mother, Anne the Ducheſs Dowager, died at her 
Seat in Lanerkſhire 17 October 1716, aged 80. 

On 13 June 1716, Lieutenant-General Maccartney, Se- 
cond to the Lord Mohun, took his Trial on Account of this 
Duel, before Lord Chief Juſtice Parker. Colonel John Ha- 
milton, Second to the Duke, who depoſed before the Privy 
Council in the Queen's Time, that he ſaw Maccartney give 
the Duke his mortal Wound, now retracted, and only ſaid, 
he ſaw his Sword over the Duke's Shoulder, The Falſebood 
even ofthis appeared by the Evidence of the two Park-keepers, 
who ſtood firm to their former Depoſitions: That they had 
taken away the Swords of the two Seconds when they came 
up to relieve the two Lords, And one of them depoſed, that 
he had been offered by the Lord Bolingbroke two Handfuls of 
Gold, and a Place of One hundred Pounds a Year, if he 
would ſwear Maccartney killed the Duke. | 

The Falſity of the Colonel's horrid Accuſation appeared al- 
fo from the Coroner's Inqueſt, and the unanimous Depoſition 
of ſeveral noted Surgeons, that though the Duke had many 
Wounds, that through his Right Arm was itſelf a mortal 
ene, and by all agreed to come from Lord Mohun, The Si- 
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lence alſo of the Colonel at the Place of Action, and where 
they both remained ſome Time to help their Principals, was 
an unanſwerable Objection to his on Evidence, and fixed 
upon him an infamous Character, either for charging an in- 
nocent Man with Murder, or ſuffering him to eſcape when 
it was in his Power to ſecure him, Under this juſt Impu- 
tation Colonel Hamilton lived obſcurely the reſt of his Days, 
becoming ſoodious to all Men of Honour, that he was obliged 
to ſell his Company in the Guards, and died 17 October 1716, 
with a ſudden vomiting of Blood that could not be ſtopt. 
The Cavſe of this Event was an Affront given by the Duke 
in reflecting on the Veracity of Lord Whitworth's Father, 
who was examined as a Witneſs for Lord Mohun, in a Law- 
ſuit before a Maſter in Chancery, where both theſe Lords at- 
tended; the Duke ſaying, That Witneſs had no Truth or 
Juſtice ; Lord Mohun replied, He had as much as his Grace; 
and the next Day General Maccartney carried Lord Mohun's 
Challenge to the Duke, 

The Jury acquitted Mr, Maccartney of the Murder; and 
he was diſcharged of the Manſlaughter, by the Ceremony of 
burning with a cold Iron, to prevent an Appeal. 

This James Duke of Hamilton married to his firſt Wife 
the Lady Ann Spencer, Daughter of Robert Earl of Sunder- 
land, by whom he had two Daughters, Ladies Ann and Mary, 
who both died young. His ſecond Wife was Elizabeth, 
Daughter and Heir to Digby Lord Gerard of Bromley, by 
Elizabeth, youngeſt Daughter of Charles Gerard the firſt Earl 
of Macclesfield, by whom he had the following Children ; 
Lady Elizabeth, who died young: Lady Katharine died in a 
Week after her Father: James Marques of Clidſdale, who 
fucceeded as Duke of Hamilton. Lady Charlot married 
Charles Edwin, Eſq; who was ſeveral Times a Member in the 
Houſe of Commons: Lord William, who in 1734, was cho- 
ſen Repreſentative for the Shire of Lanerk, and died the ſame 
Year, married Ann, Daughter and Heir to Francis Hawes, 
Receiver General of the Cuſtoms, and a South-ſea Director 
1720; after whoſe Death, without Ifſue, ſhe married Wil- 
am Viſcount Vane of Ireland: Lady Suſan married in Au- 
guſt 1736 Anthony Tracy Keck of Great Tew in 8 
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mire, Eſq; and died June 3, 1755. Lord Ann, ſo named, 
Queen Ann being his Godmother, married Mrs, Pownel, an 
Heireſs, and dying on Chriſtmas Day 1748, by her left Iſſue, 
(5th Duke) Jamzs, who ſucceeded as Duke of Hamilton, 
was, in September 1726, elected a Knight of the ancient Or- 
der of the Thiſtle, and inſtalled at Holyrood Houſe the fol- 
lowing October. In May 1727, he was appointed a Gentle- 
man of the Bedchamber to King George I. and ſo continued 
by K. George II. He married firſt Lady Anne Daughter of 
John Cochran, Earl of Dundonald, by whom he had an only 
Son James, Marquis of Clidſdale, His ſecond Wife was Mrs, 
Strangeways of Dorſetſhire, a great Fortune, by whom he 
had no Iſſue. By his third, who was Mrs. Spenſer of Ren- 
dilſham in Suffolk, he had a Daughter Ann, born in 1739, 
and two Sons, one born 27 July 1740, and another in June 
1742. His Grace dying at Bath in March 1742, was ſuc» 
ceeded by his eldeſt Son 
(6th Duke) Jamzs, who married Feb. 14, 1752, Eliza. 
beth, ſecond Daughter of John Gunning, Eſq; by Biddy, 
Daughter to John Viſcount Mayo in Ireland, by whom he 
had a Davghter one Fold 25, 1753, a Son James born Feb, 
-13, 2755, another Son Douglas 8 the 28, 1756, 
and a Daughter born — and his Grace dying the 17 
of ſanuary 2758, was ſucceeded by his eldeſt Son 
(7th Duke) Jamzs, now Duke of Hamilton; and his 
Ducheſs married, ſecondly, March the 3d, 1759, to John 
Marquis of Lorn, eldeſt Son to the Duke of Argyle, by

HE Meft Noble Henry Scot, Duke of Bucclugh, Earl 
of Dalkeith, Baron Scot of Bucclugh and Eſkdale : 

Alſo an Engliſh Peer, by the Title of Baron Scot of Tin- 
dale in Northumberland, and Earl of Doncafter in Yorkſhire, 

On 16 March 1605, Sir Walter Scot, Kant. was created 
Lord Scot of Bucclugh ; on 16 March 16x8, Walter his Son 
was created Earl of Bucclugh ; and 20 April 1673, Lady Ann 

Scot was created Baroneſs of Eſkdale in Roxburghſhire, and 
Counteſs of Dalkeith and Duchefs of Bucclugh in the County 
of Edinburgh, to her and her Male Iſſue by James Duke of 
Monmouth. | | 

In the Reigns of Alexander III. and Robert I. we find this 
Family of Scot very powerful on the Borders toward England, 
of which they were often Wardens; and in 1269, 

Sir RozxmrT Scot, Knt, (who then ſwore Allegiance to 
King Edward I. of England, as Baron of Lanerkſhire) marry- 
ing the Heireſs of Murdiſton in Clidſdale, by her obtained that 
Barony; and thereupon laid afide bis paternal Arms, which 
were Argent, three Lions Heads eraſed, Gules; and _ 
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the Arts of Murdiſton, as borne by the preſent Duke, 
He was ſucceeded by another Sir Ron T Scot, who was 
of Murdiſton and Ranelburn, in the Reign of Robert II. 
and he having a Son, 

WALTER, who performed many Actions of Honour 
and Courage in the Service of the Crown, was nobly reward - 
ed by the ſaid King, who gave him the Barony of Kirkude, 
and made him a Knight, 13 

In 1426 he obtained from Ga Earl of Douglas a Charter of 
the Lands of Lempetlaw, for his Service done to that Earl; 
and afterwards, in 1446, exchanged his Lands of Murdiſton, 
with Thomas Inglis of Maner, for the Lands of Broxholm. 

In the Reign of james II. he was frequently employed in 
Negotiations of Peace between the two Nations; and alſo ex- 
erted his Valour to an eminent Degree, in ſuppreſſing the Re- 
bellion of the Earls of Douglas, Murray, and Ormond; for 
which he had a Grant from the Crown of the Lands of Abing- 
tan, Fairholm, and Glendonary ; and left two Sons, David, 
his Heir, and Alexander; which Alexander in 1488, was 
Director of the Chancery, and was then ſlain with King 
pos III. in a Battle fought againſt his Nobles, In this 

eign, and that of James IV. the. ſaid 

Davio made a great Figure in the publick TranſaQtions, ; 
and was often a Commiſſioner to manage the ſeveral Treaties 
between the two Nations ; he had a Daughter Janet, married 
to James Lord Dromlearig, and one Son who died before him 
ond dying in 1492, was ſucceeded by 

Sir WALTER his Grandſon, who was famous for his many 
Accompliſhments under King james V. whoſegreat Favourite 
he was; and in 1524, raiſing a Party again the Earl of Au- 
£uvs, that Earl ſent an Herald to underſtand, how in ſuch an 
hoſtile Manner he dare come ſo near the King's Perſon, withal 
charging him, to retire under Pain of High Treaſon ; to which 
the ſaid Sir Walter (who wasLaird ofBucclugh) anſwered, he 
came to do the King's Service, invite him to his Houſe, and 
ſhew him what Forces he could raiſe, when Neceſſity ſhould 
requite his Aﬀiftance, 

In 1544, the 4d of nMary, he greatly ſignalized hi- 
ſelf againſt the Fore King Henry VIII. as likewiſe at the 
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Battle of Pinkey in 1547; and was made Warden of the 
Weſt Marches. | 

He married to his firſt Wife a Daughter of the Family of 
Carmichael, and by ber had Sir William Scot: And by Ja- 
net his 2d Wife, Daughter to ſohn Bethune of Crich he had a 
r Jane, who was married to Sir John Cranſton of that 

Sir WII LIAN married Griſel, Daughter to the ſaid John 
Bethune; and dying before his Father, by her left Sir Walter, 
Succeſſor to his Grandfather, and three Daughters; whereof 
Fane was married to Sir Thomas Ker of Ferniherft, Margaret 
to Sir mm ohnſton of that Ilk ; and Elizabeth to John 
Carmichael of Meadowflat, Captain of Crawford. 7 

Sit WALTER, who ſucceeded, was a Man of excellent 
Parts and Reputation; he married Margaret, Daughter to 
David Earl of Douglas and Angus, by whom he had Walter 
his Heir, and a Daughter of her Name; who was married to 
Robert-Scot of Thitleſton. 

(1 Lord) Sir WALTER, who was Heir to his Father, 
being in great Favour with King James VI. by him was 
knighted, and made Warden of the Marches toward Eng- 
land ; and being alſo a Perſon of a warlike Genius carried 
over a Regiment to the Netherlands, where he ſeryed under 
the famous General, Maurice Prince of Orange; and there 
gained ſuch Honour, that the aforeſaidKing, to countenance his 
Merit, advanoed bim to the Dignity of Lord Scot of Bucclugh, 

He married Mary, Daughter to William Ker of Cesford ; 
and dying in 1611 by her left Walter his Succeſſor, and two 
Daughters; of whom Margaret was married to James Lord 
. Roſs, and Elizabeth to John, Son of William Lord Cranſton, 

(iſt Earl) WALTER who ſucceeded, and was the 2d Lord 
Scot, was created Earl of Bucclugh in 1619, and he being 
likewiſe a Nobleman of a warlike Temper, had the Com- 
mand of a Regiment under the States of Holland againſt the 
_ Spaniards, where be ſerved with ſingular Honour and Repu- 
tation, and died in 1633. 

He married the Lady Mary, Daughter to Francis Earl of 


Errol; and by her had Francis the 2d Earl of Bucclugh, and 
two 
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two Daughters; Lady Mary married to John Earl of Mar, 
and Lady Jane to John Marques of Tweeddale, 

(ad Earl) Fxanc1s the 2d Earl was a Nobleman of great 
Character and Merit; and for his Loyalty to King Charles 
II. Cromwell impoſed a large Fine on his Heir, | 

He married the Lady Margaret Lefley, Daughter to John 
Earl of Rothes, and Widow of the Lord Balgony, and by 
her had two Daughters, whereof 

Lady Max v the eldeſt was Counteſs of Bucclugh; and 
ſhe marrying Walter Scot of Haycheſter, he was thereupon 
created Earl of Tervas for Life; but ſhe dying in 1662 with- 
out Iſſue, her Eſtate and Honour came to her Siſter, the 

Lady Ann Scot, who in 1665 was married to 

(1ſt Duke of Bucclugh) Jamezs Fitzroy Duke of Mon- 
mouth, eldeſt natural Son of King Charles II. by Lucy 
Paughter of Richard Walters of Haverford in the County 
of Pembroke, Eſq; 

This Duke was born at Rotterdam in Holland the gth of 
April 1649, and bore the Surname of Crofts till his Marriage 
with the Gd Lady Ann Scot, who was eſteemed a moſt ac- * 
compliſht Perſon and a veiy great Fortune: and hence it 
came to paſs, that he had alſo the Titles Duke of Bucclugh, 
&c, and took the Surname of Scot, according to the Uſage of 
Scotland in marrying the Heireſs of an antient Family, 

He was bred up chiefly at Paris, under the Eye of the 

veen Mother, and the Government of Thomas Roſs, Efq; 
and was ſo beautiful a Youth, and had ſo grateful a Bebavi- 
our, that he delighted all thoſe that ſaw him. 

In July x662 he was brought into England, his Mother 
being then dead, and was received by the King at Hampton 
Court with great Demonſtrations of Joy and Affection. 

On the x4th of February following he was created Baron 
of Tyndale in the County of Northumberland, Earl of Don- 
cafter in the County of York, and Duke of the County of 
Monmouth, to him and his Heirs Male, and took his Seat in 
the Houſe of Peers the next Seſſion of Parliament, * 

On the 28th of March 1563 he was elected a Knight of 
the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter, and was inſtalled at 


Windſor on St. George's Day. ' 10 
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In 1665 he was entered a Member of Chriſtchurch in Ox. 
ford, having been before-incorporated a Maſter of Arts in 
both Univerſities; and the ſame Year was made Maſter of 
the Horſe to the King; being likewiſe conſtituted Great 
Chamberlain and Vice-Admiral of Scotland; and marrying 


the Lady Ann Scot, as before mentioned, they were jointly 


created Duke and Ducheſs of Bucclugh. 

On the 16th of September x668 he was made Captain of 
the King's Life-guard of Horſe, and ſoon after conſtituted” 
Captain General of the King's Forces, Lord Lieutenant of 
the Eaſt Riding in Yorkſhire, Governor of Kingfton upon 
Hull, Chief Juftice in Eyre of all the King's Forefts and 
Parks South of Trent, and alſo one of his Majeſty's Moſt 
Honourable Privy Council. 

In the Year 1673 he ſerved as a Voluntier in the French 


Army at the Siege of Maeftricht, in the Quality of a Lieute- 


nant-General againſt the Dutch, and behaved himſelf with 
ſuch Courage and ConduR, that he gained the Reputation of 
a very good General; and the taking of that Town was 
chiefly owing to his Valovr, as acknowledged by the French 
King ; on his Return to England, he was received by the 
King and Court with extraordinary ReſpeR, and in July 1674 
he was elected Chancellor of the Univerſity of Cambridge. 

In 1679 he was ſent with a ſufficient Force to ſuppreſs an 
Inſurrection of the Preſbyterians in Scotland; who, after the 
Murder of Dr. James Sharp Archbiſhop of St. Andrews, on 
the 2d of May, who had betrayed them, thought it a favour- 
able Opportunity to expel Epiſcopacy, which to them was in- 
ſupportable; but his Grace arriving there on the 18th of 
June, marched with the King's Forces againſt the Rebels, 
who were incamped near Hamilton, to the Nnmber of 4 or 
5000 ; he gave them Battle at Bothwell Bridge on the 22d, 
and by killing many, and taking about 1100 Priſoners, ſup- 
preſſed that Rebellion. - 

After his Return to England, he having ſhewn himſelf 
very zealous in proſecuting a full Diſcovery of the Popiſh Plot, 
nd joined with thoſe who dreaded Popery and a Popiſh Suc- 
ceffor, he by theſe Means had ſo much gained the AﬀeCtions 
of the People, that ſome leading Men inſpired him with No- 
F tient 


Scot, Duke of * Buechigh Fx 
tions of his Right to the Crown; and the more to flatter his 
Hopes therewith, a Report was ſpread through the Kingdom, 
that King Charles had been lawfully married to Mrs. Wal- 
ters, the Duke's Mother, which ſo affected the King, that 
his Majeſty thought himſelf obliged in Conſcience and Ho- 
nour, to declare the contrary to his Privy Council, and there- 
upon cauſed the following Declaration to be entered in the 


Council-Book, 
Whitehall, 4d March, 1678. 

e HAT to avoid any Diſpute which may happen in 
c Time to come, concerning the Succeſſion to the 
Cron, he declares in the Preſence of Almighty God, that 
ge never made any Contract of Marriage, or ever was mar- 
© ried with Mrs, Lucy Walters, alias Barlow, nor ever was 
married to any Woman whatever, but to his preſent Wife 
* Queen Katharine now living.“

Notwithſtanding which the Duke of York, then at Bruf- 
ſels, grew ſo jealous of his new Competitor, that in the be- 
ginning of September 1679, he prevailed with the King not 
only to diveſt the Duke of Monmouth of his Commiſſion as 
Captain-General, and of all his other great Places, but that 
he ſhould likewife depart the Kingdom. Whereupon he re- 
tired to Utrecht, and there continued, till hearing of the 
Duke of York's ſudden Return to England, on occafion of 
the King's Illneſs, he followed him thither; and arriving at 
London in November following, the People ſhewed their Joy 
in a very extraordinary Manner. 

But the popular Rejoicings of the Citizens for his Return 
ſerved only to inflame the Duke of York's [ealouſy, and in- 
creaſe his Enmity the more, ſo that by his Royal Highneſe's 
over prevailing Intereſt with the King, Monmouth ſtill re- 
mained in publick Diſgrace with his Majeſty, though it was 
preſumed the King had privately the ſame natural Tenderneſs 
| for him as ever; but in 1682, having again fallen under the 
King's Diſpleaſure, he was removed from being Chancellor 
of the Univerſity of Cambridge, RA 
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. After which, on the 28th of June 1633, a Proclamatiog 
was publiſhed for apprehending him, as alſo Ford Lord Gray, 
Sir Thomas Armſtrong, and Robert Ferguſon, as being con- 
cerned in the Rychouſe Plot; and he being taken at Stafford, 
returning from theSummer'sDiverfion, was brought beforeSe- 
cretary Jenkins, who admitted him to Bail; but the Duke, 
after his Appearance at the King's Bench Bar in Diſcharge of 
his Bail, abfconded from his Houſe, and did not ſurrender 
till after two Letters he ſent to the King, wherein he ac- 
knowledged his Folly ; and promiſing all due Obedience for 
the future, the King did at length grant him a private Inter. 
view, in Company with the Duke of York, where he made 
ſuch Declarations and Promiſes that his Majeſty was pleaſed 
to pardon him, 

But the Duke of York ſuſpecting there was ſome double 
Dealing in the Duke of Monmouth's Confeſſion and Sub- 
miflion, could not be ſatisfied unleſs Monmouth would pub. 
liſh his two Letters, one of which was written before his Sur- 
render, and the other after, which he by no means conſent- 
ing to do, he thereupon ſo far ſeemingly offended the King, 
that he was baniſhed the Court, He retired to Holland, and 
reſided at the Hague till the King's Death, which happened 
on the 6th of February 1684. 

Before James II. was ſettled on the Throne, this unhappy 
Duke being perſuaded to attempt the Crown, ſailed from the 
Texel in Holland on the 24th of May 1685, with one Man 
of War and two Tenders, accompanied by Ford Lord, Gray, 
afterwards Earl of Tankerville, a German Count, and about 
6 or 00 Men and Officers, who had fled to Holland for Re- 


fuge in the late Reign; and after having been 19 _ at Sea, 


they landed near Lyme in Dorſetſhire on the 11th of June, 
The Duke immediately led them by a Back way into the 
Town, and ſet up his Standard in the Market-place without 
Oppoſition; then he muſtered his ſma'l Force, who were 
well armed and clothed ; and being aſked whom they were 
for, they declared for the Proteſtant Religion, the Laws, 
Rights, and Privileges of England, inviting all People to 
come and join with them; after wbich the Duke's Declara- 
tion againſt King James was read in form, os 


On Saturday the 14th of June, the King receiving” this 
News by Expreſs from the Mayor of Lyme, he immediately 


Addreſs of Thanks to his Majeſty ; and the Commons or- 


on the 16th paſſed the Royal Aſſent; and though the Parlia- 
ment had promiſed to aſſiſt the King againſt the Duke and all 
his Adherents, yet the Country People flocked to him in great 
Numbers, ſo that he ſoon bad an Army of five thouſand 
Horſe and Foot, with which he marched from Lyme to 
Taunton, where he was received with unuſual Demonſtra- 
tions of Joy; from thence he marched to Bridgewater, where 
he was proclaimed King ; and from thence to Bath, where 
being denied Entrance, he proceeded to Philips Norton, and 
by Surprize defeated a Troop of the King's Horſe, the Duke 
of Grafton narrowly eſcaping with his Life, 
After this Succeſs he marched within two Miles of Brifto!, 
where a Council of War being held, it was reſolved not to 
enter the City, but to retire to Bridgewater ; for the Earl of 
Feverſham being incamped with the King's Army at Sedge- 
more near that Town, the Duke reſolved to make one de- 
ſrerate Puſh for all, and on Monday the 6th of July about 
four in the Morning attacked the King's Troops, when he 
was intirely routed, 300 of his Men being killed in the Fight, 
10:0 in the Purſuit, and as many taken Priſoners, half of 
whom were executed, 

The Earl of Feverſham having ſent out ſeveral Parties in 
Purſuit of the Duke and his Adherents, the Lord Gray was 
apprehended the next Morning by the Lord Lumley's Men ; 
and the Day after the Duke himſelf was likewiſe taken, and 
being brought to Lord Lumley was conveyed under a Guard” 
to the Tower of London, On the 13th he was admitted ro 
the Royal Preſence, where in the moſt penitent humble 
Manner he begged his Life; but the King anſwered, He was 
ſorry for his Misfortune ; but his Crime was fo great, that 
it could not be pardoned, and therefore he muſt ſuffer, 

Upon which the Duke riſing up was conveyed back to the 
Tower, and 15 July 1685, about eleven in the Forenoon, 
was beheaded on Tower-hull,

And that no Honours might be wanting which his Prince. | 
could beſtow upon him, he was, by Letters. Patent dated. at i 
Whitehall 3 Feb, 1683, created Marques of Dumfries and - 
Dukeof Queenſbury; and afterwards made Priyy Councellor | 
in both Kingdoms, 

As this Nobleman had been in great Favour in the Reign 
of King Charles II. he was no leſs ſo in the Beginning of 
King James VII. Who not only continued him in his former 
Poſſs, but in 2685, appointed him High Commiſſioner to 
repreſent his Royal Perſon in the Kingdom of Scotland; and 
the ſame Year he, and his Son James Earl of Drumlanrig, 
were conſtituted his Majeſty's Lieutenants in the Counties of 
Dumfries, Wigton, and Kireudbright; but the Meaſures: 
which were ſoon. after taken at Court, not ſuiting with his 
Principles, he was removed, and in 1686 made Preſident of 
the Privy Council in Scotland; but in fix Months after, not 
complying with the Project of taking away the Penal Laus 
and Teſt, he. was intirely laid aſide, | 

This Duke of Queenſbury, among his other excellent Qua- 
lities, was a great Maſter of Oeconomy ; for having come to a - 
Fortune — impaized. through the Iniquity of the Times, 5 
he not only retrieved it, but acquired an ample Eſtate in 
Tweeddale, which he gave his ſecond Son William. 

He lkewiſe at a great Expence rebuilt the Caſtle of Drum- 
lanrig, che Seat of bis, Family; which with its Gardens, 
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improved and finiſhed by his Son; the next Duke, yields to 


none in North Britain for Magnificence, In a Word, he 


was one of the greateſt and worthieft Men of that Age; and 
dying in 1694, with a Temper that became a great Man 
and a good Chriftian, aged 538, he was buried with much 
Funeral Solemnity at Duriſdeer, where there is a ſtately 
Monument to his Memory, |

(ad Duke) James the 2d Duke of Queenſbury, was born 
at the Caſtle of Sanquar on the 18th of December 1662, and 
after he had gone through the Courſe of his Studies at the 
Univerſity of Glaſgow, he in 1680 went into foreign Parts to 
accomplith himſelf by Travels, and upon his Return in 1684, 
was by King Charles II. made one of the Privy Council in 
Seotland, and Lieutenant-Colonel of a Regiment of Horſe 
commanded by John Graham, Viſcount Dundee, He con- 
tinued in theſe Poſts till the Year 1688, about Which Time 
he quitted them on account of the arbitrary Meaſures at 
Court, 

The Revolution then taking place, he appeared very early 
in it, and was by the Prince of Orange made Colonel of the 
Stots Guard of Horſe, which Commiſſion was renewed to 
him immediately after the Prince was declared King of that 
Realm; and at the ſame Time he was made one of the 
Lords of the Privy Council and Exchequer, and one of the 
Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Bedchamber. 

In 1690 King William ſent him into Scotland, to com- 
mand a ſeparate Body of Troops under Lieutenant-General 
Mackay. Two Years after he was made one of the Lords 
of the Treaſury ;z and in 1693 he had a Patent to fit and 
vote in the Parliament of Scotland, being Lord High Trea- 
ſurer, though his Father was alive and himſelf no Peer.

and reſtored to his Places in the Privy Council and Exche- 
quer. In November following her Majeſty was pleaſed to 
dire a Commiſſion to him to repreſent her Perſon as Sove- 
ie ign of the ancient Order of St. Andrew, by Virtue whereof 
he did, with the uſual Solemnity, inveſt William Ker Mar- 
ques of Lothian with the ſaid Order, 

Oa the 3d of September 1706, the Scots Parliament being 
to meet, his Grace was again appointed her Majeſty's High 


Commiſſioner, being judged the fitteſt Perſon to bring about 


that important Work of the.Union;,, which was compleated, 
though with great Difficulty, on the 10th of January follow- 
ing; after which he was elected one of the fixteen Peers for 
Scotland to ſerve in the firſt Parliament of Great Britain. 
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At his Arrival near London he was met ſtverali Miles one

tions and Atchievements of their great and illuſtrious Men, 

Camden derives this Pedigree from the ancient Kings of 
Argyll, in the fixth Century, above 300 Years before Scot- 
land was'a Monarchy. 

The firſt Appellation they uſed, waz O Dubin, which ac- 
cording to an early Cuſtom they aſſumed from Diarmed O 
Dubin, one of their Anceſtors, who was a brave and warlike 
Man, and from him, in the Iriſh Language, they are called 
to this Time, Scol Diarmed, that is, the Poſterity and Off- 
ſpring of Diarmed, „ 

From the aforeſaid DAR MTD O Dubin, the Bards have 
recorded a long Series of the Barons of Lochow, whoſe Ac- 
tions they tell us were very renowned both for Conduct and 
Courage; and to him ſucceeded PAuL O Dubin, who was 
Lord of Lochow, and was denominated Paul Spuran, from 
his being the King's Treaſurer; but he having no Male Iſſue,

By Eva, the ſaid Gileſpick O Dubin, or Campbel, had a 
Son named DuxncAaNn, who was Father of Col ix, and he 
of ARcHlnALD, the Father of another Duncan, whoſe 
Son Sir G11. x sxp1cx Campbel, Knight, and Lord of Lochow, 
was Father of Sir Col IN MORE Campbel, who was one of 
thoſe great Men ſummoned to Berwick in Auguſt 1291, on 
the Part of Robert Bruce, -when King Edward I. of England 
came there to decide the Diſpute between the ſaid Robert 
and John Baliol, for the Crown of Scotland. ; 

He married a Lady of the Family of Sinclair, by whom 
he had two Sons, Sir Donald Campbel of Redhouſe, from 
whom is deſcended the Earl of LOUDON, and Sir NEIL 
his Sueceſſor; who was honoured with Knighthood by Alex-

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1n'1308 he entered into an Aſſociation with Sir Gilbert 
Hay and Sir Alexanger Seaton, whereby they bound them- 
ſelves, till Death, to defend the Liberties of their Couutry, 
and the Right of Robert Bruce their King, againſt all Ene- 
mies, French, Engliſh, and Scots, to which they all ſet their

and ſlain in Battle by the Engliſh, he there behaving him- 
ſelf with great Gallantry, was rewarded with a Grant of di- 
vers Lands in the County of Argyll.

(4th Earl) ArcnrRAtD, 4th Earl of Argyll, was Lord 
Chancellor of Scotland, and one of thoſe Peers who, upon 
the Death of King James V. ſtrongly oppoſed the intended 
Match between Queen Mary and King Edward VI, of Eng- 
land; upon which a War happening with that Kingdom, te 
remarkably, diſtinguiſhed himſelf both at the unfortunate 
Battle of Pinkie, and the Siege of Hadington, for his Queen 

and Country. 

This noble Lord was the firſt of his Quality who em- 
braced the Proteſtant Religion: and dying in 1558, left Iſ- 
ſue by Helen his Wife, Daughter of James Hamilton the 
firſt Earl of Arran, Archibald his Heir; and by a ſecond 
Wife, who was Mary Daughter of William Graham Earl of 
Menteith, he had Sir Colin Campbel of Buchan, and two 
Davghters, Margaret and Janet, 

(5th Earl) AxcniBALD the th Earl, a Perſon of ſingu- 
lar Accompliſhments, entered into an Aſſociation with the 
Earls of Glencairn, Moreton, and others, faithfully to aſſiſt

He reduced the Mac Gre- 
gors in 1603, and the Macdonalds in the Weſt Iſlands, 1614 ; 
for which great Services he had a Grant of all Kintyre, 
which was confirmed by Parliament in 1617. He married 
firſt the Lady Agnes Douglas, Daughter of William Earl of 
Moreton, by whom he had Archibald, who ſucceeded him; 
and four Daughters, of which Ann was married to George

of Suffolk, Anceſtor of the Earl Cornwallis, by Lucy his 
Wife, 3d Daughter and Coheir of John Neyil Lord Latimer, 
he had a Son James, who in 1622, was created Baron of 
Kintyre, and in 1642 Earl of Irwin, as alſo a Daughter 
Mary, married to James Lord Rollo. 

(1ſt Marq.) AzcHIBALD, eldeſt Son by the firſt Wife, 
and the $th Earl, was of the Privy Council to King Charles 
I. into whoſe Hands be reſigned the Juſticiary of all Scot- 
land in 1628, which had been in his Family for 200 Years, 
reſerving to himſelf and his Heirs the Juriſdiftion of Argyll, 
and the Weſtern Iſles, and wherever elſe he had Lands in 
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Scotland; all which in 2633 was ratified by Act of Parlia. 
ment; and in 1641 he was created Marques of Argyll, 

He was one of the ableſt Stateſmen of his Time, and 
joined with the Parliament of Scotland in the Preſbyterian 
Government then eſtabliſhed, He contributed much to the 
Reception and Coronation of King Charles II. and on 1 Ja- 
nuary 1650, put the Crown on his Head at Scoon ; but af- 

ter the Reſtoration, 1661, he was accuſed by the Earl of 
Middleton, then made High Commiſſioner, with a Multi- 
tude of Crimes, eſpecially in complying with Oliver as to the 
'Death of the late King; for which he was condemned in 
Parliament, and 27 May 1661, beheaded at the Market- 
croſs of Edinburgh, being more properly ſacrificed for his 
Zeal in promoting the Proteſtant Intereſt and Church Go- 
vernment of Scotland, 

He married Margaret, Daughter of William Douglas Earl 
of Moreton, and by her had two Sons, Lord Archibald his 
Heir, and Lord Neil; alſo two Daughters, the Ladies Jane 
married to Robert Ker Marques of Lothian ;z and Mary 
firſt to George Sinclair Earl of Cathneſs, and afterwards te 

ohn Campbel Earl of Breadalbane, By his 2d Wife Su- 
anna, Daughter of Sir Alexander Menzie of Weem, he had 
alſo two Sons, Lord Neil and Lord Alexander, 

(9th Earl) AxcarBALD, the gth Earl, who ſucceeded 
his Father, was, when Lord Lorn, Commander of King 
Charles IT's Foot Guard, and fignalized himſelf againſt Oli- 
ver, never capitulating till he was ordered by his Majeſty ſo 
to do, yet was forfeited by his Father's Misfortune; but in 
1663 was reſtored by the ſaid King to the Honours and 
Eſtate of his Anceſtors, as Earl of Argyll only. 

He was alſo by the ſaid King appointed one of his Privy 
Council, and one of the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury, 
which Office for many Years he diſcharged with great Fide- 
lity ; but in 1681, oppoſing the Duke of York, who pro- 
moted Popery in Scotland, the Duke was ſo enraged againſt 
him, that all Methods imaginable were propoſed to ruin 

him; which at laſt was effected on Pretence of putting his 
own Meaning upon the Teſt when he took it, (though 


others had done it as well as he) and becauſe he declared he 
7 would 
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would take no Oaths to bind himſelf up from making fach 
Amendments in Church and State as were neceffary for the 

ublick Safety. His Enemies thereupon accuſed him of 
iſloyalty; and incenſing the King againſt him, he was con- 
fined Priſoner in the Caſtle of Edinburgh; after which, be- 
ing tried before the Juſtice Court, he was found Guilty of 
High Treaſon, and ſentenced to ſuffer Death. . 
Some Days after this his Eſtate was diſpoſed of to others 
and he getting out of Priſon in the Dreſs of a Lady's Page, 
went into Holland, and ſo eſcaped his — at that Time, 
though afterwards he fell a Sacrifice to the ſame Rage that 
firſt made him unhappy z for in 168 5, having got together 
ſome Officers and Soldiers in Holland, he put them on board 
three Ships, and landed in Argyllſhire. The Duke, who 
was then become King James VII. hearing thereof, and that 
there were two Declarations publiſhed, one in the Name of 
all thoſe who took up Arms, and the other in his own 
the King ſaid in general of both, that he was charged wit 
Uſurpation and Tyranny, but gave no Particulars of the for- 
mer, the Court contenting themſelves to put it by Piecemeal 
into the Gazette, with what Remarks they pleaſed The

Country, to oppoſe his Tyrannieil Uſorpation; and at the 
ſame Time he invited all true Proteſtants to concur with 


him in his Undertakiog,* - 


In June 1685 the Earl being defeated, and taken by a 
Countryman, was ſent Priſoner to the Caſtle of Edinburgh, 
and beheaded on the goth at the Market-croſs on his former 
Illegal Sentence, for requiring that Care ſhould be taken of 
the Proteſtant Religion, and explaining the Teſt conformable 
thereto; for the Legality of which he had ſeveral Opinions 
of the moſt eminent Lawyers. | 
This Earl married the Lady Mary Stewart, Daughter to 
James Earl of Murray, by whom he had four Sons and two 
aughters; of which Lady Ann was firſt married to Richard 
Maitland Earl of Lauderdale, and after his Deceaſe to Charles 
Earl-of Murray; and Lady Jane to William Ker Marques of 
Lothian ; and of the Sons, which were Archibald, John, 
Charles, and James: The youngeſt, who was a Captain in 
the Army, forcibly married Miſs Mary Wharton in Novem- 
ber 1690, a young Heireſs of thirteen Years, The Marri- 
age was diſſolved by Parliament, and Sir John Johnſton, who 
aſſiſted in the Rape, was hanged z but the ſaid James mar- 
ried Margaret Leſly, Daughter of David Lord Newark, John 
Campbel of Mammore, the ad Son, married a Daughter of 
John Lord Elphingfton, of whom hereafter, 
- (1 Duke) AzxcalBALD the eldeſt, was one of thoſe few 
Scots Peers who came from Holland with the Prince of 
Orange, and 5 November 1688 landed with him at Torbay, 
and very much promoted the Revolution in Scotland; he was 
owned as Earl of Argyll by the Parliament before they took 
off the Attainder againſt his Father, which, by the Claim of 
Right, was declared to be a Scandal on the Juſtice of the 
Nation. This Earl was ſent from the Nobility to London, 
with Sir James Montgomery and Sir — Dalrymple from 
the Barons and Boroughs, to offer the Crown of Scotland, in 
the Name of the Convention of Eſtates, to their Majeſties 
King William and Queen Mary; for whoſe Service he | 
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ſent over 2 Regiment @ ders, of which the Officers 
were all of his own Name and Family, - © 54 

On 11 April 1689, the Day that their Majeſties were 
crowned King and Queen of England, he, with the other 
Commiſſioners, preſented the Act of Settlement to their Ma- 
jeſties, and taking their Oath, they were the ſame Day pro- 
claimed King and Queen of Scotland; and on 11th of May 
following, the Commiſſioners tendered them the Coronation 
Oath, which was diſtinctly pronounced by the Ear}, while 
their Majeſties repeated the Sentences after him, holding up 
their Right Hands all the while, according to the Cuſtom of 
Scotland, On this their Advancement to the Throne, he 
was appointed one of the Privy Council, one of the Lords of 
the Treaſury, Colonel of the Scots Guard of Horſe, one 6f 
the Extraordinary Lords of Seſſion, and at length created 
Duke of Argyll in June 17071, * 

In 1902, the iſt of Queen Ann, he was appointed one of 
the Commiſſioners for uniting the two Nations; and his 
Grace marrying Elizabeth, Daughter to Sir Lionel Talmaſh 
of Helmingham in Suffolk, Bt. and Siſter to Lionel Earl of 
Dyſart, by Elizabeth his Wife, Daughter and Heir to Wil- 
liam Murray Earl of Dyſart, and dying in 1703, by her left 
two Sons, John Marques of Lorn, and Archibald Earl of 
Ila; alſo a Daughter, Lady Ann, married to James Stewart, 
24 Earl of Bute, 

(2d Duke) Joux, who ſucceeded his Father as Duke of 
Argyll, was born in x680; and in 1701 bad the Command 
of a Regiment of Foot, and ſoon after was made an extraor- 
dinary Lord of Seſſion, and a Knight of the Thiſtle. 

He bravely diſtinguiſhed himſelf through the whole Courſe 
of the Queen's War; at the Battle of Ramillies 17@6, where 
he was Brigadier; and at the Siege of Menin, of which he 
took Poſſeſſion ; commanded at reducing the Fort of Plaſſen- 
dale; and aſſiſted at the Siege of Oftend ; was very ſervice- 
able at the Battle of Oudenard 1708, where the Electoral 
Prince of Hanover, our late King, alſo greatly diſtin» 
guiſhed himſelf. After which, in the ſame Year, he took 
Poſſeſſion of Liſle, the Siege of which he aſſiſted im as alſo 
at Ghent and Bruges; and in 1909, particularly _— 
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himſelf at the Siege of Tournay and the great Battle of Bla- 
Hy ety 2h penn 4 7 a, | 
Ia 2705 he was appoin Queen Ann, her Majeſty's 
High Commiſſioner to the os oma of Scotland, — 
aſterwards made General of her Army in Spain, General and 
Commander in Chief in North Britain, Governor of Mi. 
norca, and one of the Privy Council in England. 

He was alſo in 1705 created Baron of Chatham and Earl 
of Greenwich, and in 1710 elected a Knight of the Moſt 
Noble Order of the Garter, on which he was obliged to re- 
ſign the other Order of St. Andrew, 

On the Death of the Queen, 1 Auguſt 1714, he was one 
of the Lords Juſtices till the Arrival of King George I. pur- 
ſuant to his Majeſty's former Appointment ; and on the 19th 
of the ſaid Month was appointed firſt Gentleman of the Bed- 
chamber, or Groom of the Stole, to his Royal Highneſs 
George Prince of Wales; as on the 27th he was appointed 
Commander in Chief of his Majeſty's Forces in Scotland, and 
ſoon after ſworn of the Privy Council, Pp 

In 1715 a Rebellion breaking out in Scotland, his Grace 
attacked and routed the Enemy at Dumblain on the 14th of 
November, with a Force not Half their Number, 

In February 1718 he was declared Lord Steward of the 
King's Houſhold, and on the 3oth of April created Duke of 
Greenwich, He was ſeveral Times one of the Regency dur- 
ing the King's Abſence ; was appointed Governor of Portſ- 
mouth by King George II, was Colonel of the Queen's Re- 
giment of Horſe, and afterwards had the Royal Blue Regi- 
ment of Horſe Guards, At length he was Maſter General 
of the Ordnance, and Field Marſhal of Great Britain, 

He married to his firſt Wife Mary, Daughter of John 
Brown, Eſq ; and Niece to Sir Charles Duncomb, Kant. Lord 
Mayor of London; but ſhe dying in 1716 without Iſſue, his 
Grace married to his ſecond Wife, Mrs. Jane Warburton, 
one of the Maids of Honour to her Majeſty Queen Ann, as 
alſo to her Majeſty Queen Caroline, when Princeſs of Wales, 
and by her had five Daughters, the Lady Caroline, married

(34 Duke) AzcrlBALD, the 3d Duke of Argyll, was in 
1705, at 23 Years of Age, conſtituted Lord Treaſurer of 
Scotland, and the next Year appointed one of the Commiſh- 
oners for the Union Treaty, during which he was created a 
Peer of Scotland, by the Titles of Lord Ornſay, Dunoon, and 
Aros, alſo Viſcount and Earl of Ila, 29 October 1706. On 
the happy Concluſion of the ſaid Treaty he was elected one 
of the 16 Peers to repreſent Scotland in the firſt Britiſh Par- 
liament, as he was in every one ſince, except the fourth, 

In October 1715, during the Rebellion, he, by his great 
Vigour and Diligence, ſecured Inverary the capital Town of 
Argyllihire, while General Gordon came with near 3000 
Men to force or ſurprize it, He was then in the Office of 


Lord Regiſter in Scotland; and on the Death of William 


Marques of Annandale in 1721, was appointed Keeper of the 
Privy Seal, which Office being renewed to him by King 
George II. he held it till 1733; Since when his Grace had 
been in the ſeveral high Poſts of Juſtice General of Scotland, 
an extraordinary Lord of Seſſion, Keeper of the Great Seal, 
and Chancellor of the Univerſity of Aberdeen, 

He married the Daughter of Mr. Whitfield, Pay-maſter 
of the Marines, but by her, who died in 1723, be had go 
Iſſue, and his Grace dying the 15th of April 1767, was

In France this Family hath obtained great Commands and 


Titles; for one of the Name, who was Earlof Wigton in 


Scotland, was by Charles thE VIIth of France, made Duke of 
Turenne in chat Country for his Service in the Wars againſt 
the Engliſh, and another was Count de Longueville.“ 

About the Year 1329, there were in Scotland of this Name, 
five Earls at one Time, namely, Douglas, Angus, Ormond, 
Murray, and Wigton: ſince which we are to add the Duke 
of Douglas, the Duke of Queenſbury, and Duke Hamilton, 
who is likewiſe a Douglas; the Earls of Moreton and March; 
the Lord Mordington, and Earl of Dunbarton, which laſt 
is extinct. 

For their Service to their Country, this Family had three 
noble Privileges allowed them by King and Parliament, that 
they ſhould have the firſt Vote in the Parliament; 2dly, 
Should lead the Van of the Army; and zdly, Should carry 
the Crown, if preſent, at publick Solemnities. 

- Their Beginning is traditionally derived from one Sholto, 
a. ſwarthy Man, which, as thoſe Words are ſaid to fignify 
both in Britiſh and Iriſh, was Don Glas; and he, in the 
Reign of Solvathius King of Scotland, and the Year of Chriſt 
779, being the principal Man that routed Donald Bane, who 

ad invaded his Country, the King royally rewarded his Ser- 
vices, and made him a Grant of large Poſſeſſions in the County 
of Lanerk, which he or his Succeſſors called Douglas, and 
from thence came the Surname of the Family.

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King Robert Bruce dying on 9 July 1329, his Body was 
buried at Dumferlin, but, according to his Deſire, his Heart 
was carried to Jeruſalem by the ſaid Sir James Douglas, his 
g eat Favourite, who ſerved him to the Day of his Death 
with conſtant Loyalty in all Chances of Peace and War; and 
thereby atchieved the antient and paternal Coat of Arms of 
his Family, being Pearl, a Man's Heart Ruby, enſigned with 
an imperial Crown proper, 


This Sir James, in his Journey to Jeruſalem, 1350, was 


accompanied by Sir William Sinclair, and Sir Robert Logan, 
two famous Knights, whom he took for his Companions ; 
and as they paſſed through Spain, he joined the King of Ar- 
ragon againſt the Sarazens, and obtained the Victory in ſeve- 
ral Battles: After which he travelled with his Companions 
to the Holy Land, where he buried the King's Heart with 


great Solemnity and Reverence at the Holy Grave, and there 


joined the Chriſtians againſt the Turks and Sarazens ; but in 
his Return to Spain, he again joining the King of Arragon 
againſt the Infidels, was ſlain with his brave Companions on 
26 Avguſt 1331; and thus ended the noble and valiant Sir 
James Douglas, who may be numbered among the moſt fa- 
mous Warriors of that Age ; for he is ſaid to have been in 
go Battles and Rencounters with the Engliſh, and 13 ſeveral 
Times victorious againſt the Turks and Sarazens, and all in 
the Space of 24 Years, 
This renowed Perſon was ſucceeded by Hucn his Bro- 
ther; but he having no Iſſue, (in the Year 1443 reſigned the 
Lordſhip of Douglas in Favour of Sir William, his Nephew, 
the Son of Archibald Lord of Galloway, who in 1333 was 
Nain at the Battle of Halidonhill, In 1331 the ſaid 

(1ſt Earl) Sir WILLIAM, Lord Douglas, was ſent Em- 
batiador, by the Nobles of Scotland, to King David II. who 
was then in France, to bring him over to take Poſſeſſion of 
his Kingdom, which he did the Year following; and in 
1333 Sir William having the Command of an Army, he 
therewith took the City and Cafile of Edinburgh, from Ed-

In 1346 he was Warden of the Weſt Marches towards Eng- 
land; and on the 17th of October the ſame Year, accompa- 
nying King David to the Battle of Durham, was there taken 
Priſoner with his Sovereign ; but ſoon after releaſed, and in 
1357, among other Nobles, was bound to King Edward III. 
of England, for a hundred Thouſand Marks Sterling, being 
the Ranſom of the ſaid King David; and much about the 
ſame Time he was dignified with the Title of Earl of Douglas.

and by his third and laſt Wife Margaret, Daughter and Heir 
to Thomas Stewart Earl of Angus, Son of Sir Alexander 
Stewart of Bonkle, Son of Sir John Stewart, Brother to 
James High Steward of Scotland, Father of Walter High 
Steward, Father of King Robert II. he had George Douglas 
the firſt Earl of Angus of that Name, his Mother reſigning 
the Earldom in his Favour, To William Earl of Douglas 
ſucceeded his Son 

(24 Earl) Jamzs by his firſt Wife, who on the 5th of 
Auguſt 1338, was killed valiantly fighting at the Battle of

(34 Earl) AncurzALD Lord of Galloway, who in 1381 
was ſent Ambaſſador to France ; and afterwards marrying 
Elizabeth, Daughter and ſole Heir to Thomas Murray, Lord 
Bothwell, with her had that Lordſhip ; and thereupon an 
Augmentation to his Arms, namely, Sapphire three Stars 
within a double Treſſure Topaz ; and dying in the Year 1400, 
left Iſſue Archibald, his Succeſſor, and two Daughters, Lady 
Margery was married to David Prince of Scotland, elder Bro- 
ther to King james I. and Lady Mary to Sir William Fraſer, 
Anceſtor to the Lord Salton. 

(4th Earl) Ax cxIBALD, who ſucceeded, was a Perſon ſo 
eſteemed for his Bravery and Conduct, that he was appointed 
Commander in Chief of 10,000 Men, who in 1421 were 
tranſported into France, in Behalf of the French againſt the 
Engliſh, and did ſuch great Service to that Crown, that King 
Charles VII. of that Realm inveſted him with the Viſcounty 
of Turenne, which remained in the Family till after Louis 
XI. and alſo made him Marſhal of France; but in Auguſt 
2424, he having the chief Command at the Battle of Ver- 
neuil, againſt John Duke of Bedford, there loſt his Life, as 
did his Son the Earl of Wigton, and his Son-in- Law the Earl 
of Buchan, who were all buried with great Solemnity in St, 
Gracian's Church in Tournay.

On the 3oth of April 1705, the 2d of Queen Anne, he 
was created Marques of Tullibairden and Duke of Athol, and 
on the 7th of February following he was elected a Knight of 
the Thiſtle: in 1706, when the 22d Article of the Union 
came to be debated concerning the Number of Repreſentatives 
for Scotland in the Parliament of Great Britain, his Grace 
thought fit to proteſt againſt the Number as inſufficient and 
unreaſonable, 

In anſwer to which it was ſaid, That the Number of Re- 
preſentatives ought ſtrictly to be equal with ſuch Proportion 
of Land-tax as Scotland was to pay jointly with England ; for 
it was agreed when South Britain raiſes two Millions, North 

Britain ſhould add only 48, oo0 l. which is not a fortieth Part, 

about a Penny in the Pound to four Shillings. The Engliſh 

Peerage at the Union was 180, Biſhops included, therefore 
16 Peers for Scotland is above three Times the proportional 
Number ;-for a fortieth Part, according to the Quota of 
Land-tax, is not quite fivez and the Engliſh Commons being 
513, a fortieth Part doth not amount to thirteen Members, 
And notwithſtanding five Peers and thirteen Commoners are 

above the due Proportion, yet England was willing to admit 

45 Commoners and 16 Peers, Moreover it was repreſented 
that Scotland would gain unſpeakable Advantage, not only 
in its free Trade with England, but likewiſe with all the 
Britiſh Plantations. | 

He was elected one of the 16 Peers in the 4d and 4th Britiſh 

Parliaments ; and in 1712 was ſworn one of her Majeſty's Privy 
Council; appointed Privy Seal in 1713, and the next Year was 
High Commiſſioner to the General Aſſembly of the Church, 
This Noble Peer married to his ficſt Wife, the Lady Ka- 
tharine Hamilton, Daughter of William and Ann Duke and 
Ducheſs of Hamilton, and by her had fix Sons, and one 
Daughter Sulznna, married to Williar:: Gordon Earl of Aber- 
deen.

Lord George the fourth Son, married an Heireſs of 
his own Name, by whom he left a Daughter named Amelia, 
who in 19-0 became the ſecond Wife of the Honourable John 
Sinclair, who would have ſucceeded his Father as Lord Sin- 
clair, but was attainted in 1716, This Lord George Murray

Created Earl of Montroſe in the County of Forfar, 3 March 
1 og, the 5th we IV. Marques 16 May 1644, the 2oth 

Charles I. and Marques Graham and Duke of Montroſe, 
4 April 1707, the 6th of Queen Ann. He is alſo an Engliſh 
Peer, by the Titles of Earl and Baron Graham, of Belford in 
the County of Northumberland, ſd created by King GeorgeI, 
23 May 1723. 

According to the Scots Writers, this noble and great Family 
is deſcended from the renowned Greme, who, in the Year 
404 was General of King Fergus II's Army; and in 420, 
making a Breach upon the Trench or Wall, which the Em- 
peror Severus had made between the Rivers Forth and Clyd, 
as the utmoſt Bounds of the Roman Empire, to keep out the 
Scots from moleſting them in theirPoſſeflions,the ſaid Trench 
has ever ſince been called Grame's Dyke; and during the Mi- 
nority of Eugene IT, the Son of Fergus II. he was Governor of 
Scotland, and married a Lady of the Royal Houſe of Denmark. 

In the Year 1125 WILLIAM de Grame or Greme, now 
ſpelt Graham, was one of the Witneſſes to the Foundation of. 
the Abbey of Holyrood Hoùſe, by King David I. and Sir 
Davin Graham obtaining from King William the Lion, a 
Grant of the Lands of Charleton and Burrowfield near Glaſ- 
2ow, and the Lor{ſhip of Kinaber in the County of Kincar- 
din, was therein ſucceeded by Sir Daviv his Son, who had 
alſo a Grant from Maldwin Earl of Lenos, of the Lands of 
Strathblane in Stirlingſhire, and Mindoc in Lenos, and from 
the Earl of Dunbar got the Lands of Dundaff. 8 

His Son Da vip ſueceeding, obtained particular Charters 
of his whole Lands, and had them ratified to him under 
the Great Seal of Alexander III. and afterwards marry- 
ing Annabel, Siſter to Malyſs Earl of Strathern, with her 
had the Barony of Kincarg, or Kincardin of Strathern, in 
the County of Perth, and by her had Sir Patrick, who ſue- 
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ceeded, and was the Sheriff of Stirling, and Sir David 
Grame. N | N | 

In the Year 1296 Sir Pa TR 1c, ſtrenuouſſy aſſerting the 
Independence of his Country againſt King Edward I. of Eng- 
land, was killed at the Battle of Dunbar, and left Iſſue two 
Sons; whereof Sir David ſucceeded him, and Sir Nicol the 
youngeſt, marrying the Heir of Robert de Avenel, with her 
had the Lands of Eſkdale in the South, He was alſo Pro- 
genitor of the renowned Sir John Graham, who was ſlain at 


the bloody Battle of Falkirk 1298, when the famous Wal- 


lace was defeated by the ſaid King Edward. 

Sir David, who ſucceeded h's Father, being alſo a very 
great Patriot, and zealous Loyaliſt in Behalf of King Robert 
Bruce, he, upon that King's Acceſſion to the Throne, had a 
Grant of divers Lands, for his good Services before that Time 
performed ; and in the Year 1320 was one of the Barons who 
wrote that notable Letter to the Pope, aſſerting the Indepen- 
dence of Scotland, and extolling the ſaid King as the Nation's 
Deliverer; to which Record his Seal now remains intire. 
His Son Sir David ſucceeded, and in the Year 1346, when 
King David was taken Priſoner at the Battle of Durham, he 
was one of the Barons of Scotland, appointed to treat with the 
Englith for the King's Redemption: He left a Son, Sir Pa- 
trick, and a Daughter, married to William Earl of Roſs, 

Sir PATRICK was Lord of Dundaff, and one of the Hoſ- 
tages for the ſaid King's Ranſom, By his firſt Wife he had 
William Graham, Lord of Kincarn ; and by his ſecond, who 
was Daughter of Sir John Stewart, Brother to King Robert 

II. and Siſter to Walter Stewart Lord of Raleſton, he had 
Patrick from whom deſcended the Earls of Menteith ; as alſo

Sir WILLIAM Graham of Kincarn, who ſucceeded, was

and dying in 1424, was ſucceeded by Patrick, Son of Alex- 
ander by his firſt Wife, . | * 

PaTzicx Lord Graham was choſen one of the Governors 
of the Realm, during the Minority of King James II. and 
died in 1467. | 

Wir rtiAu, bis Son and Heir, married Jane, Daughter of 
George Douglas Earl of Douglas and Angus, and dying in 
1472, left Jane, married to Joha the 2d Lord Ogilvy, and 
Chriſtian, married firſt to Sir 1 Hadden of Gleneagles, 
and 2dly to Sir Thomas Maul, Anceſtor of the Earl Pan- 
mute; alio two Sons, William who ſucceeded, and George,” 
from whom came the Branch of Callender in Menteith. 

(i& Earl) Wir Tran, the next Lord Grabam, adbered to 
the Party of King James III. againſt that of the Nobles, and 
was a Commander for him at the Battle of Bannockburn

Loyalty King James IV. was pleated to create him Earl ot 
Montroſe on 3 March 1503. Ts 

He married firſt Annabel, Daughter of John Lord Drum- 
mond, by whom he had a Son and Heir William. His fe- 
cond Wife was Jane, Daughter of Archibald Edmondſon of 
Dundreath, by whom he had Margaret, the Wife of John 
Stewart, Earl of Lennox; Eliz-beth married to Walter, the 
Grandſon and Heir of John tbe firſt Lord Drummond; and 
Nicola married to William Murray, of Abercarny, His third 
Wife was Chriſtian Wavane, by whom he had Patric k, Pro- 
genitor to thoſe of Inſbraco and Gorthy, and Andrew, who, 
became the firſt Proteſtant Riſhop of Dumblane 1872.

room of William Ruthwen Earl of Gowry; and in 2597 
was Lord Chancellor till the Year 1604 ; after which he was 
declared Viceroy of Scotland during his Life, and held that 
great Office till his Death 1608. He married Jane, Daugh- 
ter of David Lord Drummond, by whom he — who 
ſucceeded him; Sir Robert Graham of Innermeath ; Sir Wil-

(xt Marq.) Jamzs, the fifth Earl and firſt Marques of 
Montroſe, born in 2612, was but young when his Father 
died. After finiſhing his Studies he made a Viſit to the 
Court of Paris, and at his Return did propoſe, in ſome Im- 
ployment of State, to fix himſelf in the Service of King 
Charles I, but the Times pzoving unfavourable on account of 
the high Contentions about Religion, he went to Scotland, 
joined in the Covenant, and became one of the moſt active 


Leaders of that Paity who were zealous to procure a —_—

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of Grievances, particolarlyin Church Affairs. Being a Man 
of great Vicacity, Property, and Intereſt, the Royal P 
was reſolved to gain him over; ſo that he ſoon deferted h 
old Friends and Covenant, to imbrace the violent Principles 
of the Court, which proved fatal to him, as it did before te 
the Earl of Strafford in England. 

He propoſed, firſt, to ſend over to Ireland for two thou- 
Tand of the Earl of Antrim's Rebel Forees, which, joined 
with his own in the Highlands, might probably reduce the 
King's Enemies in Scotland, His Majeſty being pleaſed with 
this Method, gave Orders accordingly, and in the Year = 
made him Captain General in Scotland, and Marques 
Montroſe; the Earl of Antrim, Randolph Macdonnel, hav- 
ing been made a Marques juſt before, The Troops were 
brought from Ireland by Alexander Macdonnel, Brother to 
the Marques, and being joined by thoſe raiſed by the Mar- 
ques of Montroſe, made about 4000 Men: With theſe 
Forces, gradually increaſing, he diſtreſſed the Kirk Party, and 
defeated them in ſeveral Skirmiſhes and Battles, at Tipper - 
more, Alford, Innerlochy, and Kilſyth 3 but on his advan- 
cing from Edinburgh with Deſign to-ftrengthen the King, he 
was met at Philliphaw near Selkirk, by Major General Leſley, 
who was detached from the Scots Army in England to oppoſe 
his Progreſs ; and in a Battle fought there on 23 September 
764 5, the Marques was totally defeated, himſelf eſcaping to 
the Highlands with very great Loſs. | 

This Blow gave ſuch a fatal Wound to the King's Intereſt 
in Scotland that his Majefty ſent poſitive Orders to the Mar- 
ques by a particular Meflenger, to lay down his Arms on a 
certain Day appointed, and to leave the Kingdom by the firſt 
Opportunity. He received theſe Commands with obedient 
Submifhian, and accordingly tranſported himſelf into France 
in Auguſt 4646. At Paris he ſolicited Cardinal Mazarine 
for Supplies to aſſiſt the King, but in vain; and ſo retired to 
Bruſſels, where he heard of the King's tragical Death. Be- 
ing equally deſirous of ſerving King Charles II. he, by his 
Majeſty's Permiſſion, waited on him at the Hague, but the 
King being then engaged with the Scots Commiſſioners, who 
were deputed from the Kirk and Council to- treat about the 
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Terms of his Reftoration, he found it difficult to comply with 
any Propoſal of the Marques, who was not only attainted by 
Parliament, and excommunicated by the Kirk, but alſo as 
odious to the Hamiltonian Party as to the Preſbyterians. The 
King however granted bim a Commiſſion to raiſe what Money 
and Soldiers he could to make a Diverſion in Scotland, not- 
withſtanding the Dependence of the Treaty, which was then 
removed to Breda. | 

Accordingly the Marques having procured a Supply of Mo- 
ney from Denmark and Sweden, he got together five hundred 
Men, with Arms and Ammunition, which he ſent fromHame 
burgh toone of the Orkney Iſlands, and immediately followed 
with about one hundred Officers, in April 1650. From thence 
de landed in Cathneſs with his Regiment, and after ſecuring 
a certain Caſtle, he ſent about to his Friends to come and join 
him. He publiſhed a Manifeſto, declaring that he had a 
* Commiſſion from his Majeſty to protect his good Subjects, 
but with no View to interrupt the Treaty with the King at 
Breda, that he expected rather to haſten the Concluſion 
© thereof by Virtue of this Expedition, and if the Treaty ſuc- 
© ceeded, he was ready and willing to diſband his Forces on 
* the firſt Orders from his Majeſty.” 

The Parliament then fitting at Edinburgh was aſtoniſhed 
20 hear of his Landing in that JunRure with the King's Com- 
miſſion. Whatever was pretended, it too plainly appeared, 
that the Deſign was not to promote the Treaty, but to ob- 
Kru it, by forcing the Parliament to deſiſt from thoſe Con- 
ditions which they thought neceſſary for the Safety of the 
Kingdom. They were alſo the more alarmed as the Marques 
bad formerly been very fucceſsful, and with his Highlanders 
and Iriſh Forces had uſed his Advantages with great Barba- 
Tity: Therefore immediate Orders were iſſued out for aſſem- 
bling 6020 Men under General Leſley; and in the mean Time 
Colonel Strahan was detached with three hundred Horſe, in 
order to reſtrain the King's Friends from riſing. This bad 
the deſired Effect; for whether through fear of being ſur- 
prized by the Cavalry, or becauſe Leſley was advancing with 
a greater Power, the King's Adherents did not offer to ap- 
pear; and thoſe Highlanders who, out of affection to the 
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Marques ond his Cauſe, had joined him, were but indiffer- 
ently armed, and worſe- diſciplined ; ſo that his diminutive 
Army could make no Progreſs, eſpecially as.it was compoſed 
with Soldiers of different Nations, and in a barren Country 
Strangers to each other. 

Strahan, according to his Inſtructions, was extremely di- 
ligent, and after a long March, came up with the Marques 
before he was expected. On the firſt Attack the Highlanders 
retreated, and forſook their noble Chief with as much Haſte 
as they joined him; the Foreigners ſtood their Ground, but 
after ſome reſiſtance were defeated and made Priſoners : The 
Marques being obliged to fly, put on the Habit of a poor 
Countryman, and after wandering ſeveral Days in Diſguiſe, 
he took Shelter in the Houſe of Mr, Macleod of Aſſynt, in 
the North of Roſsſhire. This Gentleman was inclined to pro- 
tet him till a Ship might be procured to make his Eſcape z 
but whether through fear of concealing him, or for the pro- 
miſed Reward ſome other People diſcovered him, he was 
ſoon apprehended and conducted to General Leſley, who im- 
mediately ſent him to Edinburgh. 

The Parliament then fitting, his Lordſhip was received in a 
Sort of Triumph by the Magiſtrates and People. As he 
ſtood excommunicated and outlawed he was called only by the 
Name of James Graham ; and no Regard being paid to his 
Dignity, he was carried to the common Gaol. A Day or 
two after being brought before the Parliament, the Lord 
Chancellor, John Earl of Loudon, made a Speech upon that 
Occaſion, wherein he charged him with Apoſtacy, in break - 
ing the ſolemn Covenant of the Nation; that he had rebelled 
a»ainſt God and the Kingdom, by introducing and joining 
with the Iriſh Forces, and others, whereby he was guilty of 
many horrid Murders, Treaſons, and Impieties ; for all which 
the Divine Providenee had at length brought him to ſuffer a 
moſt juſt Puniſhment ; that therefore he was on the Morrow, 
being 21 May 1650, to be hanged at the Croſs on a Gibbet 
thirty Foot high, for the Space of three Hours; then to be 
beheaded and quartered, and his Head fixt on the Tolbooth 
Priſon: If he repented, and was abſolved of Excommunica- 
tion, his Body might be buried in St. Giles's Church, but

C he met Death with uncommon Reſolution. He mag-

His body being interred at the Place of Execution, it there

While this Nobleman was at the Hague with the King in 
the Year 1649, he was nominated and deſigned for a Knigl.s 
of the Garter ; but his own tragical Death prevented his ob- 
taining the three Requiſites for a Companion of that Moſt 
Noble Order, namely Election, Knighthood, and Inſtallation. 

He married Lady Magdalen Carnegy, Daughter of David 
Earl of Southeſk, and by her left an only Son and Heir 
(ad Marq.) James Lord Graham, who immediately on 
the King's Return being reſtored to his Eſtate and Honours, 
was admitted one of his Majeſty's Privy Council; but dying 


in 1669, with the Title of a worthy honeſt Man, left 9 
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by the Lady Iſabel, Daughter of William Douglas Earl of 
Moreton, James who ſucceeded him, and three Daughters; 
whereof Ann was married to Alexander Levingſton Earl of 
Callender; Grifel to William 24 Son of William Lord Co- 
chran, Anceſtor —— of Dundonald ; and Lady Jane 
to Sir ſonathan Urquart of Cromerty. 4 
— Jauxs who ſucceeded, being a Nobleman of 
fine Parts and Capacity, was firſt made Captain of bis Ma- 
jeſty's Horſe guard, and then Preſident of the Council; but 
died in 1684, in the Prime of his Years, to the general Re- 
gret of the Nation, leaving Iſſue by the Lady Chriſtian, 
Daughter of- John Leſley Duke of Rothes, 2 bt) 
(iſt Duke) Ixus his Heir, who ſoon after he came of 
Age, was by Queen Ann made Admiral of Scotland in 170g, 
and in the Year following Prefident of rhe Council. On 24 
April 170%, in regard of his inviolable Zeal for the Proteſt 
ant Succeſſion, and his hearty Concurrence in the Union of 
the two Kingdoms, her Majeſty was pleaſed to create him 
Duke of Montroſe, which Dignity was to deſcend not only 
to his Male Iſſue, but alſo to his Heirs of Intail, He was 
appointed Lord Privy Seal in room of the Duke of Queenſ- 
bury 1709, and continued ſo till 713, when he was re- 
moved for not complying with the Court Meaſures, under 
the Miniſtry of Robert Earl of Ox ford M4 10 vie 
His Grace being at London on the Deceaſe of Queen Ann 
in 1714, he made a ſpeedy Journey to Edinburgh, and aſſiſted 
at the proclaiming King George; and on his Returm to Lon- 
don being one of the Regency, concurred chearfully with the 
reſt in ſecuring the publick Tranquillity till his Majefty's Ar- 
rival : Upon which he was elected one of the ſixteen Peers, 
for Scotland in the firſt Parliament of that Reign, and made 
Secretary of State in the Place of John Earl of Mar. He 
was ſoon after appointed Keeper of the Great Seal for North 
Britain, which Poſt he held about fix Years : He was alſo 
Chancellor of the Univerſity of Glaſgow, and one of the Re- 
preſentatives for the Peerage of Scotland in the ſixth and ſe- 
venth Parliaments of Great Britain, and died in 1741.

_ (7th Earl) Jon x, Sueceſſor to his Father, betook him- 
ſelf early to a Military Life, and was ſeveral Years Colonel of 
a Company in the third Regiment of Foot Guards, In 1733 
he was Gentleman of the Bedchamber to the Prince of Wales, 
and the next Year had a Regiment of Foot, In 1734 he wis 
a Voluntier in the Imperial Army on the Rhine; and alſo in 
the Imperial Army in a Battle againſt the Turks in 1739, - e 
when he received a dangerous Wound in bis Thigh. in * 


1740 he had the Command of the ſecond Troop of Horſe k 
1 Grenadier 
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Grenadier Guards, after which he was Colonel of the Roygl 
Scots Dragoons. He was one of the fixteen Peers for North 
Britain in three Parſiaments, the eighth, ninth, and tenth, 
After ſtruggling ſome Years with the ſaid Wound, his Lord- 
ſhip languiſhed and died in the Year 1749. He married in 
1747 Lady Jane Murray, younger Daughter of John Duke of 
Athol, who ſoon after died without Iſſue at the Baths of Aix 
in Germany; and the ſeveral Dignities of Earl of Crawford, 
Sc. are now devolved on George Viſcount Garnock, deſcend« 
ed from the Honourable Patrick Lindſay, who married Mar- 
garet the Heireſs of Sir John Crawford as aforefaid.

5 E Right Honourable James Hay Earl of Errol, 
Baron Hay of Slanes, and Heretable High Conſtable 
of Scotland. 

Created Baron Hay of Slanes, and Earl of Errol in the 
County of Perth, 47 March 1452, by Jams II. 

This noble Family is of antient Extraction, and likewiſe 
famous on Account of their Riſe and Arms; for in the Reign 
of Kenneth III. and the Year 980, when the Danes had in- 
vaded Scotland, and prevailed in the Battle-of Lancarty near 
Perth, the Scots were worlted and gave Way; and in their 
Flight through a narrow Paſs were ſtopt by a Countryman 
and his two Sons, who encouraged them to rally and renew 
the Fight ; telling them, it was better and more honourable 
to die in the Field fighting for their King and Country, than 
to fly and be afterwards killed by the mercileſs Danes ; and 
upbraided thoſe who would fly like Cowards, when all lay at 
Stake: The more timorous ſtood ſtill, and many of the ſtout 
Men, who fled more by the Deſertion of their Companions, 
thay want of Courage, joined with the Old Man and his Sung 
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to ſtop the reſt, till there was a good Number together: 
The Countrymen, Who were armed with only what their 
Ploughs furniſhed, leading them on, and returning upon the 
Danes, made a furious Onſet, erying aloud, Help is at Hand; 
the Danes believing that a freſh Army was falling on them, 
the Scots thereby tvtally defeated them, and freed their own 
Country from Servitude. 4 

The Battle being over, the Old Man, afterwards known 
by the Name of Hay, was brought to the King, who aſ- 
ſembling a Parliament at Scoon, gave to the ſaid Hay and 
His Sons, as a juſt Reward of their Valour, ſo much Land 
on the River Tay in the Diftri of Gowry, as a Falcon ſrom 
a Man's Hand flew over till it ſettled; which being fix Miles 
in Length was afterwards called Errol, and is ſtill poſſeſt by 
the Family of Hay, which is lineally. deſcended. from the ſaid 
valiant Hay: And the. King being willing to promote the ſaid 
Hay and his Sens from the Rank of Plebeians to the Order 
of Nobility, he aſſigned them a Coat of Arms, which was 
Argent three Eſcutcheons Gules, to intimate that the Fa- 
ther and the two Sons had been the three fortunate Shields 
of Scotland, 

I The particular State of this Family, from the Reign of 

Kenneth III. to that of Robert I. is not clear upon Record: 
Length of Time and Accidents of War having ſunk the Hi- 
Rory ; however, there are two Charters extant, granted by 
William the Lion, of the Lands of Errokto William de Haya 
and David de Haya; and in the Charters of Malcolm IV. 
William, and Alexander II. frequent mention is made of 

-Gulielmus.de Haye, and Jobanges de Haye, as Witneſſes x 
and at Berwick, in the Diſpute between John Baliol and Ro- 
dert Bruce, before King Edward I. of England, Nicholas de 
Haya is one of the Arbitrators z but fince the Beginning of 
King Robert Bruce's Reign in 1306, the Pedigree is very 
clear and uninterrupted, as follows:

his Lord Gilbert died in the Year 1330, and was buried 

in the Abbey Church of Coupar, where ſeveral of his Sue- 
cefſors were likewiſe interred ; and 

NxcaoLtAs his Son was the ſecond High Conſtable of 
Scotland. On the zith of Auguſt r332, he with a80 Gen- 
tlemen of his Family were killed in theServiceof King David 
Bruce, againſt Edward Baſiol, with his Engliſh Allies in the 
Battle of Dupplin near Perth; ſo that the Family of Hay 
u ould have been quite extinct, had not his Lady been with 
Child, and ſupported it with the Birth of a Poſthumous Son. 

Davry his Son, born as aboye-mentioned, by reaſon of 
his Nonage came not into Action for a long Time. 

Troma' his Son married the Princeſs Elizabeth, Daugh- 
ter to King Robert II. in whoſe Reign he became poſſeſſed of 
the Barony of Inftuthill in the County of Perth, at which 
Place he died in the Year 2406, leaving Iſſue William his 
Heir, and a Daughter of her Name, married to Sir George 
Lefley, Anceftor to the Earl of Rothes. Of this Family is 
deſcended the preſent Earl of EINNOUL, 

W1rttiAam who ſucceeded was one of the Commiſſioners , 
deputed by the Eſtates of Scotland to treat with the Engliſh 
Court touching the Redemption of King James I. who was 
detained' Priſoner in that Realm; which being happily ef- 
fected in 1424, he thereupon was knighted, He | 
Margaret, Daughter to the Lord Graham, and dying at Tur- 
riff in'1434, left two Sons, Gilbert and William. 

GitzzzT the eldeſt ſucceeded, and marrying Alice, 
Daughter of Sir William Hay of Y efter, Anceftor to the Max-

(7th Earl) WILLIAM, the feventh Earl, dying without 
Iſſue, his Eſtate and Honour devolved upon Sir George Hay 
of Logic, Son and Heir of Sir Thomas Hay of the ſaid Place, 
who was ſecond Son to William the fifth Earl of Errol, as 
aforeſaid. . 

{8th Earl) Gzorcz the eighth Earl of Errol, married 
Margaret Daughter of Sir Alexander Robertſon, Laird of 
Stravan, and by her had four Sons and three Daughters, 
whereof Elizabeth was married to William Lord Keith, * 
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of William Earl Marſhal, who died before his Father, and 
Margaret to Laurence Lord Oliphanty and of the Sons, which 
were Andrew, John, George, and Thomas, the latter wag 
Parſon of Turreff in the County of Aberdeen; the third dwelt 
at Adelthun, the ſecond ſucceeded to an ancient Family of

(gth Earl) Axa w the eldeſt ſucceeding his Father in 
T1553, was the ninth Earl of Errol, and one of the Privy 
Council to Queen Mary. He married to his firſt Wife the 
Lady Jane, enly Daughter to William the fixth Earl of Er- 
rol, and by her had three Sons, and a Daughter Eleanor, 
who was married to Alexander Levingſton Earl of Linlith- 
gow ; and by his ſecond Wife, who was Mary, Siſter of 
George Sinclair the 4th Earl of Cathneſs, he had Sir George 
Hay of Killour in the County of Perth. Of the three Sons 
of Andrew Earl of Errol, by the Lady Jane his firſt Wife, 
which were Alexander, Francis, and Thomas, the eldeſt died 
before his Father without Iſſue; whereupon 

(10th Earl) Francis the ſecond became the tenth Earf 
of Errol, bis Father dying at Slanes in 158 5. He was a No- 
bleman of great Spirit, but in his Religion a zealous Ro- 
manift, on which Account he was a great Sufferer in his 
Eftate and Liberty. On the 44 of October 1594, he with, 
George the firſt Marques of Huntley, foughttheBattle of Glen- 
livet, and routed the Forces of the Earl of Afgyll, who was 
ſent againſt them. He was afterwards much in Favour with 
King James VI. and was one of the Scots Noblemen, who 
in the Year 1604 were commiſſioned to treat of uniting the 
two Kingdoms.

ANDREW Hay married Margaret, Daughter of Patrick, and 
Siſter of George the firſt Lord Kinnaird, and had Iſſue 

(13th Earl) Sir Joux Hay, who ſucceeding in the Earl- 
dom, was the thirtecnth Earl of Errol, and the nineteenth 
High Conſtable of Scotland of this Family. He married the 
Lady Ann Drummond, Daughter of James the 3d Earl of 
Perth, and by her had three Sons, Charles his Heir, James 
and George, who both died unmarried, and two Daughters, 
Mary married to George Keith the 7th Earl Marſhal, andAnn. 

(14th Earl) CAR ES, who ſucceeded, being one of the 
Peers who in the Parliament 1706 diſſented to every Article 
of the Union, he entered a Proteſtation as follows:

According to Hiſtory, this noble and antient Family derives 
its Origin from one RonxzT, a Chieftain among the Catti, 
from which tis ſaid came the Surname of Keith, and he and 
his Followers having joined Malcolm II. King of Scotland, 
at the Battle of Panbridge in 10c6, were very inſtrumental in 
gaining a great Victory over the Danes, where Camus their 
General was killed by the Hands of this Robert; which King 
Malcolm perceiving, dipped his Finger in Camus's Blood, 
and drew long red Strokes or Pales on the Top of Robert's 
Shield, which have ever fince been the armorial Figures of 
his Deſcendants. 5

_ Heretable Dignity of Marſhal of Scotland; and afterwards, 
for his noble Services, rewarded with a Barony in Lothian,

In the Reign of King William the Lion, Hr nx r the Son 
of Purr1y de Keith being the King's Marfhal, and marry-

after which War, he entered into the Service of the King of 
Pruſſia, and, after many ſignal Services, was unfortunately 


killed October 14, 1758, when the Right Wing of the Pruſ- 


ſian Army, where he commanded, was ſurpriſed at Hockir- 
chen by the Auſtrians under Marſhal Daun, who, after the 
Action, buried Marſhal Keith with great Military Honours ;

In the Reign of Queen Mary the ſaid James fourth Earl of 
Moreton, who ſucceeded his Father - in- Law was one of the 
Privy Council, and by her Majeſty ſent Ambaſſador into Eng- 
land, and made Lorè High Chancellor of Scotland; but in the 
ſame Reign the Earl of Bothwell having a DeGgn to murder 
Henry Lord Darnley, the Queen's Huſband, in order to 
marry. the Queen, and craving the Earl of Moreton's Aſ- 
fiftance therein, the Earl, who abhorred ſuch a deteſtable 
Enterprize, left the Court and retired into the Country, during 
which Time that ſcandalous and bloody Tragedy was acted; 
and many Years after he was beheaded for being privy. thereto, 
though he had no other Guilt than concealing it. 
When the Earl of Bothwell had married the Queen, it 


greatly alarmed the Nation, as ſuſpecting the Earl to be the 


Murderer of her former Huſband, and that by ſuch ao Union 
the young Prince was in great Danger; whereupan the Earl 
of Moreton was one of the Nobility who made an Aſſociation 
to preſerve him; and on the 29 h of July 1567, which was 
the Day of his Coronation, took the Oath to the Infant King. 
In this new Turn of Affairs the Earl of Moreton's Share 
was very conſiderable; and he was ſoon after: declared High 
Chancellor of Scotland, then-High Admiral; Sheriff of the 
County of Edinburgh, and an 24th of Nove mbex 1572, Re- 
gent of the Kingdom during the King's Minority; but being 
diſagreeable to the other Party, who had the young King in 
their Hands, they at length brought about his Ruin; for by 
accuſing him as Acceſſary to the Murder of the King's Fa- 
ther, he was thereupon ſent Priſoner to Dunbarton Caſſle, 
from whence, on the iſt of June 2531, he was brought to 
his Trial at Edinburgh, where he was found Guilty by his 
Pee: s, of being a Party in the ſaid Murder, by not revealing 
it when the Earl of Bothwell propoſed it to him, and was.

Strathern, and ſucceeded him in his Poſt and Eſtate, and 
Jon theeldeſt ſucceeded his Father, and was the 7th Steward 
of Lennox. 

Note, Maldwin Earl of Lennox left but one Son,, who 
married the Siſter of Sir John Menteith, who hetrayed the 
famous Wallace, Regent of Scotland, to the Engliſh, but died 
without Iſſue.

Of the Daughters, the beautiful Annabel, the eldeſt, was 
Queen to King Robert III. and Mother of James I. King of 
Scotland, and by that Marriage the Houſes of Auſtria and , 
Burgundy, and many crowned Heads of Europe who married 
the King's Davghters, are allied to the Drummonds, an 
Honour which few private Families can boaſt of, i 

Of the other Daughters, one was married to Archibald 
Campbel, another was the Wife of Alexander Macdonald 
Lord of the Iſles, and a third was married to Mr. Stewart of 
Dually, Of the Sons, William the youngeſt marrying a 
Daughter of the Baron of Airth, with her had the Lands of 
Carnock, and from that Match deſcended the Branch of

HE Right Honourable Thomas Hay, Earl of Kin- 
noul, Viſcount Dupplin, and Baron of Kinfauns in Scot- 
land; and Baron Hay of Pedwarden in England. 

Created Lord Hay of Kinfauns, and Viſcount Dopplin in 
Perthſhire, 4 May 1627, Earl of Kinnoul in the ſame County, 
26 May 2633, by King Charles I, and Baron Hay of Ped- 
warden in the County of Hereford, 4x December 1711, the 
zoth of Queen Ann, 

Among the various Ways by which Men in all Times have 
aſcended to Honour and Preferment, that of perſonal Merit 13 
without doubt the moſt defireable and juſt ; and this cannot 
more properly be affirmed of any other Perſon than (if 
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Earl) Gz oz 6x Hay, a collateral Branch of the noble 
Family of Errol, He was Son of Peter Hay of Meggins, by 
Margaret his Wife, Daughter of Sir Patrick Ogilvy of Inſ- 
martin; and being by the Care of his Father well brought up, 
was for the Improvement of his Education ſent to France, 
where he ſpent ſome Years under the Tuition of Edmund Hay 
his Uncle: Soon after his Return, being about 21 Years of 
Age, he was introduced at the Court of King James I, of 
England, by his Kinſman James Hay, Viſcount Doncaſter, 
and Earl of Carliſle ; and in a very ſhort Time raiſed to be 
one of the Gentlemen of his Majeſty's Bedchamber, and had 
a Gift of the Priory of the Charterhouſe at Perth. 

He was by the ſaid King preferred to the Office of Clerk 
Regiſter in 1616, and in 1622, made Lord Chancellor of 
Scotland; in which Poſt he was continued by King Charles 
I. who eſteeming him as a wiſe and able Servant, worthy of 
the Truſt repoſed in him, was pleaſed to advance him to the 
Degrees of Viſcount Dupplin, and Earl of Kinnoul; and the 
Chancellor's Place he kept till his Death, being the Space of 
fourteen Years, | 

He married Margaret, Daughter of Sir James Haliburton 
of Pitcur, Widow of Patrick Ogilvy of Inſmartin; and dy- 
ing in 1634, by her left George his Succeſſor, and a Daughter 
of her Name, married to Alexander Lindſay Lord Spinzy. 

(2d Earl) Gros or, the ſecond Earl, was made Captain 
of his Majeſty's Yeomen of the Guard, and one of his Privy 
Council; and upon the breaking out of the War in that 
Reign, he applied himſelf to the King's Service with great 
Courage and Conſtancy; but loſt moſt of his Eftate in the 
Purſuit of his Loyalty and Duty to his Majeſty, in which he 
continued to the End of his Life. He married the Lady Ann 
Douglas, eldeſt Daughter of William the 7th Earl of More- 
ton, and had a Son William, and two Daughters; Mary 
married to George Keith the 7th Earl Marſhal ; and Katha- 
rine to Sir James Baird of Auchmedden. | 
(3d Earl) WILLIAM, who ſucceeded his Father, marry- 
ing Catharine, Daughter of Charles Cccil Viſcount Crane 
bourn, and Siſter of James the 3d Earl of Saliſbury, by her 
had two Sons,

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(4th Earl) GzoxGz Earl of Kinnoul, who died in Hun- 
gary 1687, and ” 

(5th Earl) WII LIAM his Succeſſor, who dying a Ba. 
chelor in 1709, the Honour deſcended to Thomas Hay of 
Balhuſy, near Perth, the next Male Heir. ; 

(6:h Earl) Tuomas, who thus became Earl, was the Son 
and Heir of Thomas Hay of Balhuſy, Son of Francis Hay of 
the ſame Place; and he Son of Thomas Brother to George 
the firſt Earl of Kinnoul; which ſaid Thomas ſo ſucceeding 
was elected one of the 16 Peers in the third and fourth Bri- 
tiſh Parliaments. In 1715, he was committed to Edinburgh 
Caſtle as a Perſon concerned in the Rebellion, but was ſoon 
after releaſed without Trial. 

He married Elizabeth, Daughter of William Drummond 
Viſcount Strathallan, and had two Sons, and two Daughters, 
Margaret married to John Erſkine the laſt Earl of Mar, and 
Elizabeth to Jamgg Ogilvy Earl of Finlater and Seafield, The 
youngeſt Son John married Margery, Daughter of David Mur- 
ray Viſcount Stormont; in 1715, he followed the Pretender 
_— Scotland, who gave him the Title of Earl of Inver- 
neſs : 

(th Earl) GrxorGe-HenNey the eldeſt, in 1711, and in 
his Father's Life-time, was one of the Tellers of the Exche- 
quer, and created a Peer of Great Britain, being then Repre- 
ſentative for Fowey in Cornwall. 

In 1718 he ſucceeded his Father as Earl of Kinnoul, and 
was appointed Ambaſſador to Conſtantinople, where he re- 
ſided till 1737. ; 

He married Lady Abigal Harley youngeſt Daughter of Ro- 
bert Ear] of Oxford, and by her who died July 15, 1750, 
had four Sons and fix Daughters, Margaret, Elizabeth, Ann,

Of the Sons Thomas the eldeſt, called Viſcount Dupplin, was 
a Commiſſioner of the Revenue in Ireland; after which he was 
a Commiſſioner of the Board of Trade in England, one sf tte 
Lords of the Treaſury, and a Member in the three Parlia- 
ments for the Town of Cambridge, in the two laſt of which he 
had been Chairman of the Committee of Privileges and Elec- 
tions. 
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tions, In December 1755, he was made joint Pay-maſfter 
of the Forces with the Earl of Darlington, In June 1741 
he married Conſtantia, Daughter of John Kirle Ernle of 
Whetham-in Wiltſhire, Eſq; ſhe died June 29, 1753, with- 
out ſurviving Iſſue. Robert the ſecond Son, being a Chap. 
lain to his Majeſty, was in 1748, elected Biſhop of St. 
Aſaph, by the Name of Dr, Robert Drummond; and in 
the ſame Year married Henrietta, Daughter of Peter Auriol 
Merchant in London, and has ſeveral Children. In 1767, 
he was elected Biſhop of Saliſbury, and was, the ſame Year, 
elected Archbiſhop of York, and Primate of England. John, 
Rector of Epworth in the County of Lincoln, died unmar-- 
ried in 17g1; and Henry-Edward, made Conſul at Pore 
tugal in May 1754, who married Mary, Daughter of Peter 
Flower, Merchant in London, by whom he has Iſſue, His 
Lordſhip, dying the 29th of June 1758, was ſucceeded by!

Created Baron Elcho, iſt of April 1628, and Earl of 
Wemys in the County of F ife, 2 5th of May 1633, and Ba- 
ronet May 162 5, all by King Charles I, 

This noble Family of Wemys is faid to be deſcended from 
the great Macduff, Thane of Fife, who was the chief In- 
ſtrument of ſubCcuing the Tyrant Macbeth; for John, the 
younger Son of the ſaid Thane, being Lord of the Barony 
of Weems, from thence his Deſcendents e their 
Surname. 

But according to Niſbet this Name is deri ved * their 
lurking and hiding, to avoid the Fury of Macbeth; for 
Wemys in the Highland Tongue ſigniſies Caves or Cores : 
And it was not uncommon in thoſe Days to give a Family 
their nominal Diſtinction, from ſome remarkable Incident 
or Action of their Life. 

In the Year 1290, Sir David Wemys, and Sir Michael 
Scot, were ſent to Norway by the Lords of the Regency in 
Scotland, ty bring over their — Queen Margaret, ho,

to the univerſal Misfortune of the Nation, died at the Ork 
neys; and thereupon happened the fatal Competition between 
Bruce and Baliol, about the Right of fiicceeding, which was 
at length ſettled upon the latter. 

In the Time of King Robert I. the aforeſaid Sir David" 
was one of thoſe great Men of the Kingdom, who wrote that 
Letter tothe Pope aſſerting the! ndependency of their Country z;

that Poſt ſerved at the Battle of Oudenard in 2708, and 
brought News of the Victory to England. X 

He was then one of the fixteen Peers for Scotland, being 
ſo elected for the firſt Parliament of Great Britain which met 
in October 1707. At the Battle of Tanier and taking of 
Mons in 17c9, he commanded as Major-General, and at the 
taking of Doway in 1710, as Lieutenant-Generat. Here the 
Duke of Marlborough, by Commiſſion from the Queen, in- 
veſted his Lordſhip with the Enfigns of the antient Order of 

the Thiftle, which he received on his Knees in the Preſence 
of many General Officers, being ſupported in the Ceremony 
by George Earl of Orkney, and Charles Earl of Orrery, two 
Knights of that Order. In the laſt of Queen Ann's Reign 
he deteſting the Schemes and Alterations at Court, was ob- 
liged to ſell his Regiment to the Earl of Portmore ; but on 
the Acceſſion of King George I, he was appointed ongof his 
Majeſty's Privy Council and Bedchamber, rechoſen one of the 
Peers for Scotland, reſtored to his Regiment of Dragoons, and 
ſent Ambaſſador Extraordinary to the Court of Paris. 

On the 25th of January 1718, he made his public Entry 
into that City with uncommon Splendor and Magnificence, 
and performed the Buſineſs of his Embaſſy with great Reputa - 
tion, Prudence, and Integrity, In 1722, he was again cho- 
fen one of the Repreſentatives for the Peerage of Scotland, as 
alſo in the next Parliament 3727. During the Diſſentions at 
Court in 1733, he reſigned his Places and retized to Scotland, 
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In 1741, his Lordſhip being reinſtated, was appointed a 
Field Marſhal of the Forces, and ſent Ambaſſador to the 
States General; after which he had the Government of Mi- 
nerca, and was Commander in Chief of the Allied Army in 
1743, till his Majeſty took the Command at the Battle of 
Dettingen. On the Earl of Lauderdale's Death in 1744, be 
was again returned one of the Peers for North Britain: The 
next Year, on Sir James Campbel's Death, he had a third 
Time the Regiment of Royal Scots Dragoons, and died at 
Edinburgh in May 1747.

And if Derivation be any Plea for Antiquity, the Order of 
the Garter is an undegiable Conſequence of King Arthur's 
Round Table of twenty-four Knights, which wasdeviſed and 
inſtituted about the Year 502, on purpoſe for martial Exer 
ciſe, being 300 Years before the fabulous Account of Hun 
and Achaius, and is the firſt military Order of Knighthood 
any where upon Record; being alſo praftiſed long after the . 
Norman Settlement, till near the Time of the glorious King 
Edward IH. who founded the Moſt Noble Order of the Garter. 7 
As for the Thiſtle, which is the principal Badge in the 
Order of St. Andrew, it was rather tranſplanted from France 
than any Device of King James V. for the Houſe of ge 
bon had formerly ſuch a Fraternity, called the Order of 
Thiſtle, with the very ſame Motto. EY 
Immediately after the ſaid King had eſtabliſhed this Order 
he died in 1542, which put an End to the Deſign, for it be» 
ing in the religious Times of. Reformation, it was thought 
impious to make ſo free with Chriſt and his Apoſtles z nor 
was it any more heard of till King James II. of England re- 
newed it, by making eight Knights on 2gth May 1687,

2 Peers of Scotland are to meet and ele& Sixteen 
from their own Number, by a Plurality of Votes 'of thoſe 
who are preſent, and the Proxies for ſuch as are abſeat ; 
which abſent Lords may alſo ſend to ſuch Meeting a Liſt 
Peers whom they judge fitteſt to be choſen ; and in caſe of 
Death, or legal Incapacity in any of the ſaid Sixteen, the 
Peers ſhall ele& another as before. . *

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T be Election for Burgeſſes is thus: Each of the Burroughs _ 
chuſes a Commiſſioner in the ſame Manner as formerly, ex- 
cept Edinburgh, which is allowed one Member foritſelt j and 
the Commiſſioners fo elected are to meet at the 
Burgh, and ele one Member for each of the ſaid fourteen 
Diſtricts: If the Commiſſioners Votes art equal, the Prefi- 
dent is to have a caſting Vote, beſide his Vote for the Burg 
from which he is ſent, The Commiſſi>ner from the eldeſt 
Burgh is to preſide in the firſt Meeting, and the Commiſſioners . | 
from the other Burghs in their reſpective Diſtricts to preſide 
afterwards by Turn, in the ſame Order as the Burghs' are 
called over in the Parliament Rolls of Scotland. And in caſe 
any of the ſaid fifteen Commiſſioners die, or become others 
wiſe incapable, then the Town of Edinburgh, or the Diſtrict 
which choſe the ſaid Member, ſhall ele another in his Place, 
None are capable to elect, or be elected for any of the three 
Eſtates, but ſuch as are Proteſtants, of twenty-one Years of 
Age, and ſhall take and ſubſcribe the Oaths appointed by Law, 
And for electing the Scots Lords and Commons it 'was - 
enacted, That when her Majeſty, her Heirs and Sueceſſort, 
ſhall be pleaſed to ſummon the firſt, or any ſubſequent Par- 
liament of Great Britain; and when for that Effect a Writ 
under the Great Seal ſhall be directed to the Privy Council of 
Scotland, that till the Parliament make farther Provifion in 
the Matter, the ſaid Writ ſhall contain an Order for the 
Council to iſſue out a Proclamation requiring the Peers. of 
Scotland to meet at a certain Time and Place to elect the 
ſaid Sixteen Peers; ahd requiring the Lord Regiſter, or two 
Clerks of Seſſion, fo attend all ſuch Meetings, adminiftex 
the Oaths, and take the Votes; and baving made up the Lifts 
in Preſence of the Meeting, to return the Names of the fix- 
teen elected Peers to the Clerk of the Council of Scotland, 
certified under the Hand of the Lord Regiſter, or Clerks of 
Seſſion attending, And in like Manner requiring the Free- 
holders in the reſpectise Counties to convene, at the princi- 
pal Burgh or County Town, to ele& their thirty Commiſ- 
fioners; and ordaining the Clerks, immediately after, to re- 
turn the Names of the Perſons elected to the Clerks of the 
h Privy Council. And laftly, ordains Edinburgh to ele& their 
3 Commiſſioner,

in all : The common Clerk of each Burrough is to attend the 
Meeting, and return the Member's Name, certified under 
his Hand, to the proper Office, that the Names of the ſixteen 
Peers, thirty Knights or Commiſſioners for Shires, and fif- 
teen Burgeſſes or Commiſſioners for Burroughs, may be ſent 
to that Court from whence the Writ was iſſued under the 
Great Seal of the United Kingdom.
